During the Session.

Governor Bloxham’s Name Has Been 
Mentioned in Event Incumbent 
Does Not Win at Once. 


Tallahassee, Fla., April 1.—(Special.)— 
When the convention Which framed the 
present constitution of Florida war's hold- 
ing its sessions in Tallahassee in IS85 there 
Was a running discussion for several days 
as to whether the legislature should meet in 
regular session in January or€n April. The 
wise men Who were framing the organic 
law for the decided that water 
Was cheaper than coal, and April won. 
Aceordingly, the Florida legislature will 
begin is regular biennial session of sixty 
days in city nex Already 
Tailahassee awakening the slum- 
bers in which the g picturesqut 
old town wrapped aroused 
by the excitement atte aging a 
session, The members wf the third house 
@re there in full force and very active. 

The matter which will attract widest at- 
- tention to come before «the legislature 
this session will be the election of a United 
States: senator to succeed Hon, Samuel 
Basco, whose term expired on March 4th 
last. The readers of The Constitution have 
been kept fully posted upon the yarious 
phases of the contest for this place, and 
the final outcome of the battle is now 
about as much in doubt as it was six 
months ago. The very latest gossip is to 
the effect that if Senator Pasco is not re- 
elected on an early ballot, the honor will 
go to Governor Bloxham. * 

Since the elettion last November theré 
has been a singular unanimity in the de- 
mands of the press and the people of Fl6ri- 
da that this legislature shall devote? its 
efforts to amending and improving existing 
laws rather than to the creation of new 
law. Conditions in the several sections of 
Florida are so different that it has been 
found that the smaller the number of gen§ | 
eral laws applying throughout the state 
the better will the interests of all the pes- 
ple be served. 

There are a few matters, however, which 
may be said to in 
tive legislation. Most important among 
these are the subjects of pensions to con- 
federate veterans and widows, the dispo- 
sition of the state’s bonded indebtedness, 
a@ more equitable system for the assessment 
and collection of taxes, a reduction of the 
expenses of the state government, the relief 
of the present congested condition of liti- 
gation in the several courts, especially the 
6upreme court; the reorganization of the 
state militia, etter protection for the game 
and fisheries which constitute such a large 
part of the state’s wealth; a remedy for 
the present inadequate provision for the 
gubernatorial succession and needed 
amendments to the railroad commission 
law. | 
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Ccnfederate Pensions. 

There is no subject which has recently 
given the administrative officers of Flori- 
da‘more trouble than that of pensions to 
. confederate veterans and their widows. The 
matter will certainly receive extensive con- 
sideration, and it is hoped, definite action 
at the hands of the present legislature. 

Prior to the session of the legislature 
in 1897 all pension laws were passed for 
the benefit of those who enlisted in the 
military or naval service of the confederate 
states or of this state who lost limbs or 
who were permanently injured by wounds 
or diseases contracted while in said ger- 
vice. . The legislature of 1897 departed from 
this principle and gave the benefit of the 
pension laws not only to those who enlist- 
ed and are permanently injured from 
wounds or disease contracted during the 
service, but since. 

The same change was made as to the 
widows of pensioners. Under the act of 
1897 widows of confederate soldiers or sail- 
ors are entitled to a pension of $150 per 
annum, whether their husbands died dur- 
ing the war or since, regardless of the 
cause of death. ~ 

Since the first pension law was passed in 
Florida two thousand and sixty applica- 
tions for pensions have been filed. About 
one-half of this number have been filed 
eince and under the 1897 pension law and 
from correspondence, blanks applied for, 
and other information. Those best able 
to judge believe that five hundred addition- 
al claims will be filed when there are 
means to satisfy the same. 

The comptroller estimates that it will 
require an appropriaticn of about $265,000 
per annum to meet the future demands of 
the present pension law and a special tax 
levy of 3%emills on the dollar on the ag- 
gregate value of all the taxable property 
of the state.

allowing larger pensions than any of the 
other southern states, her pension tax be- 
ing two-thirds of a mill. In this connec- 
tion the following collation is of general 
interest and value: 

Alabama hes heretofore levied one-half 
mill for pension purposes; her last legis- 
lature, however, raised this amount to one 
mill on the dollar of her taxable property. 
North Carolina levies one-third of a mill 
and 10 cents poll tax, making a total of 
less than one-half mill; South Carolina ap- 
propriates the equivalent of a tax of about 
five-eighths of a mill; Mississippi one-half 
mill; Arkansas of one-fourth mill; Tennes- 
see of one-third. mill; Virginia of one- 
third mill; and Louisiana of one-fifth mill 
tax. Texas has had no taw providing for 
confederate pensions, but recently adopted 
w constitutional amendment authorizing 
her legislature to make appropriations for 
confederate soldiers, but limits the amount 
that can be appropriated for such purposes 
to the equivalent of one-third mill tax 
upon her present taxable resources. Geor- 
gia allows widows a pension of about $60 
each per annum andean average of about 
$55 each to maimed or disabled confed- 
erate soldiers. 

Unless a change is made in the present 
Florida law the people will have .to pay 
a pension tax of nearly four mills in order 
to satisfy all applications.

Economy in State Government. | 
The liberal policy which ,the state of 
Florida has consistently followed for twen- 
ty years toward her educational and benev- 
olent institutions, «nd the inviting, exemp- 
tions which she as offvred to new man- 
ufacturing and transpoptation enterprises, 
has thrown the burden of supporting the 
state government largely upon the common 
people, principally the agricultural classes. 
Recent disastrous .freczes have seriously 
crippled the resources of these people, and 
they are crying aloud for economy in the 
appropriations to be made during this 
session. That cry will be needed, and a 
slashing of salaries and usual appropria- 
tions would not be unexpected. 
Relief of Supreme Court. 

The Florida supreme court is about four 
years behind in iis work. In other words, 
it is now deciding cases which were psub- 
mitted in 1895. Unless some relief is grant- 
ed, civil cases which are submitted this 
year will probably not be decided until 
1902 or 1903. The court is composed of three 
justices, and it is certain that no one of 
the present justices is in any way responsi- 
ble for the congested condition of the 
court’s docket. It is a condition left to 
them by their predecessors covering a 
period of many years, and which cannot 
be improved without proper assistance. 

Various suggestions have be-n made look- 
ing to the relief of the court. Some want 
a commission of lawyers appointed to write 
opinions in pending cases, which opinions 
must be submitted to the justices and ap- 
proved by a majority of them before they 
become binding. Others would increase the 
number of justices to five, because litiga- 
tion has increased with population, and 
three justices are unable to attend to the 
increased appellate. litigation. 

This matter will be urgently placed be- 
fore ‘the legislature, and*chances are good 
for wise action at this session. An ex- 
chief justice of the supreme court—Hon. 
George P. Raney—is.a member of the 
house from the Tallahassee district, and 
no one knows the needs of the court bet- 
ter than he. His large influence is expected 
to secure the enactment of a very Val- 
uable law on this subj ct. 

Organization of State Troops. 

There are at present twenty-two compa- 
nies of Florida state troops and four di- 
visions .of the naval militia. The state 
troops have- never had any regimental or- 
ganization, and the legislature will in all 
probability undertake to place them on a 
more satisfactory footing. It will be re- 
called that an international military con- 
gress was held at Tampa, in this state, 
last February, and the suggestions there 
made may be adopted for the first time by 
legislation in Florida. Among military men 
throughout: the country the action of ‘the 
legislature upon this subject will be watch- 
ed with much interest. 

. Gubernatorial Succession. 

Tf Governor Bloxham had died, or resign- 
ed, or become for any cause incapacitated 
to ‘hold his high office at any time between 
the election on November &th last and the 
day of the convening of the legislature in 
April—a period of five months—Florida 
would have been without a governor, and 

rithout any provision of law for any man 
to succeed to the office. The law now pro- 
vides that the president of the senate and 
the speaker of the house shall in turn suc- 
ceed to the governorship. The president of 
the senate, Hon. Charles J. Perrenot, died 
over a year ago, and the term of the speak- 
er expired on the day of the November elec- 
tion. 

A constitutional.amendment will be neces- 
sary to cure this defect in the law. A lieu- 
tenant governor might be provided for, or 
the cabinet officers could be placed in line 
of succession. The former plan seems to 
have the largest number of advocates, 
though, on the score of economy, the latter 
plan may be adopted. 

Railroad Commission.: 

There is going to be a big fight made on 
the Florida railroad commission at this ses- 
sion. A constitutional amendment was 
adopted by the people last fall authorizing 
the legislature to confer judicial powers 
upon the commission, so that it could itself 
enforce whatever rates and regulations it 
may adopt. Many regard this as a danger- 
ous measure, one that is calculated to re- 
tard the building of railroads and the de- 
velopment of a large portion of the state. 
Others who believe firmly in the principle of 
a,railroad commission, and have seen the 
impotency of the Florida commission with- 
out judicial powers, are earnestly advocat- 
ing the grant of such powers. 

On the other hand, efforts are on foot, 
and are being pushed-with some vigor, to 
abolish the railroad commission altogether, 
and thus encourage the bullding of new 
lines and the further development of al] 
sectfens. Those who wish to see this done 
argue that while traffic rates, both passen- 
ger and freight, are high, it has never been 
shown that they are extortionate, or that 
they afforded the companies more than a 
reasonable profit, hence all attempts to co- 
erce the railroads into réducing rates ma- 
terially will be thwarted by the ordinary 
civil courts, and at any rate, involve the 
State in expensive litigation, for which it 
can ill afford to pay.

republican ranks iwhieh are hostile, and 
would do anything to knife each other, 
and if the republican party is to be victo- 
rious great precaution will have to be taken 
in the promulgation of a ticket. There is 
no doubt of one thing, and that that 
the republican nominee will be in thorough 
accord with the federal administration. 
.Up to this time the only man Who has a 
strong following for the republican noml- 
nation for governor is Attorney General 
W. S. Taylor, of Frankfort, who, while 
elected on the same ticket with Governor 
jradley, is at wide variance with him in 
his party views. and has a strong pull at 
Washington. 

The. coming to Kentucky this week of 
Dr. W. Godfrey Hunter, who is now min- 
ister from the United States to Guatemala 
and Honduras, who hails from Garrard 
county, Governor Bradley’s county,:is said 
to have great significance upon the repub- 
lican situation. Dr. Hunter, known 
throughout the state .as the ‘“‘gum shoe” 
politician, has been after Bradley's scalp 
ever since the memorable Hunter-Black- 
burn cortest for the United States senator- 
ship in 1896, when Senator Deboe slipped 
in as a compromise man, 

Dr. Hunter, before leaving on his return 
south, declared that he had taken no hand 
in’ Kentucky politics this year. He had 
been talked of as a candidate for gov- 
error, but said that under no circum- 
Stances would he enter the nace. It is 
known, however,’ that the fine Italian hand 
of the ‘‘gum shoe” statesman is being felt 
in the republican ranks this year, and that 
any man too close to Governor Bradley 
or to anti-administration politics will be 
left in the cold, , 

What is Being looked forward to witha 
great degree of interest in,this campaign 
is the rumored resignation of the three 
democratic election commissioners who 
have in hand the election machinery of the 
State, in the event General Hardin is nomi- 
nated by the democrats. These commis- 
Sioners were appointed almost entirely 
through the instrumentality of Senator Goe- 
bel, and are supposed to be friendly to his 
cause. It is said that should not the dem- 
ocratic convention, -which meets here June 
20th, put up a ticket acceptable to the 
Covington senator, these gentlemen will 
tender. their resignation to Governor Brad- 
ley, who would in turn appoint a repub- 
lican’ board of commissioners, which, under 
existing conditions, would destroy all possi- 
bility of democratic success. Not a great 
deal of faith, however, is placed in this 
report. 

Besides the state officers, Kentucky also 
elects this year the legislature, which, 
from present prospects, will be largely 
democratic. This legislature will elect a 
United States senator to succeed Senator 
Lindsey.

LECTION COMES ON TUESOA 


Three Candidates I the Fleld and Much 
Uneasiness, 


CORPORATIONS VERSUS THE PEOPLE 


Why Mayor Harrison Will Receive 
Meny Republican Votes—His 
Splendid Record—The Con- 
test Is a Bitter 
One.

Chicago, .T1)l., April 1.—(Specia!l.)—The 
most exciting mumicipal campaign that 
Chicago hes known in years will come 
to an end on Tuesday. Then the voters 
of this city will decide whether the ex- 
cellent record of Mayor Carter Harrison 
sill be indorsed or whether it will fall 


through the political manipulations of a 


man’ who, under the pretense of democ- 
racy, {s doing everything in his power to 
overthrow the democratic party. 

There are three cand.dates for mayor, 
each with his following; but the one thing 
at issue {s as stated above—whether Mayor 
Harrison, the democratic nominee, ia to 
be elected or is to be defeated through 
the manipulations of a man who, posing 
as a democrat, has been a blight to the par- 
ty of his professions. 

This heavy villain, from the democratic 
standpoint, {is John P. Altgeii. He ts try- 
ing for his.own selfish ends to defeat 
Carter Harrison. He may succeed. If he 
does, be will not elect himself mayer al- 
though he is one of three candidates; he 
can cnly hope to pull away from Ilarrison 
eroveh votes to compass that genticmans 
defeat and secure the election of the 
republican candidate, Zina R. Carter. 

The Outcome Seemingly in Doubt. 

For weeks this campaign jas beon w2¢ed 

with a degree of bitterness that even Cihi- 


cago has seldom known. Through it all 


there has en that lack of honesty that 
is characteristic of Chicago politics, and 
tonight there is absolutely no telling what 
is to be the outcome of-Tuesday’s battle 
ol the tallots. The friends of Mayor Her- 
r'ecp are sganguine that victory ‘s to cure 
to bim; on the other hand, he eepublican 
macuine, seeing the divisions 'n rne cer 

ocratic ranks, seem sanguine that they 
will profit and that their candidate is go- 
ing to be elected; and even the immediate 
followers of Altgeld are talking mysteri- 
ously of securing in the shuffle enough votes 
to put through their man. 

It is nothing less than a fair statement 
while the 
straightout democrats and the straightout 
republicans are sincere in their claims, the 
Altgeld people know that they have abso- 
lutely no chance, and all their talk to the 
contrary js the veriest bluff. Altgeld fig- 
ures ¢t out, however, that he wins if the 
republican, Carter, is elected just as well 
as he would if he himself were chosen 
mayor, and it is a fair presumption that he 
is going to do everything in his power to 
beat Harrison at any cost. 

Altgeld’s Personal Ambition. 

With Altgeld it is purely a case of per- 
tonal ambition. Between Harrison and 
Carter there are genuine issues which 
should not be beclouded by the Altgeld 
personal side issue, especially as the former 
sovernor has always posed as a democrat. 
indeed his selection by Chairman Jones as 
me of the advisers in the silver fight 
bught to have kept him from his present 
step, if nothing else would; but in justice 
to Altgeld it may be well to say that he 
had announced his independent candidacy 
before Jones put him on that committee, 
and that mistake must be charged up 
tcainst the Arkansas senator, who stands 
ts the leader of the party organization 
tather than against Altgeld himself. 

Altgeld wants to defeat Harrison because 
he {s jealous of Harrison's hold on the 
Jemocracy of lIilinois. Altgeld wants to 
be dictator. Hie sees that Harrison has an 
enthusiastic following, and that if he is re- 
tlected to the mayoralty he will be recog- 
hized as the democratic leader of the state. 
The former governor thinks that is the 
position in“the party he ought :o hold. and 
hence his fight on the young mayor. 
That is all there is to it, 
The Street Car Fight. 

As ‘between Harrison and Carter, {ft {is 
primarily a fight between the two parties 
ihey represent, but particularly is it a con 
test between the great street corporations 
bn the one hand and the man who by his 
herve and bravery saved the city from their 
trasp. 

The republican candidate is a good man, 
who has seen service in the council, and 
against whom no ‘charge of personal dis- 
honesty is made, but he is the representa- 
tive in this fight of the railroad magnate 
Yerkes, who owns. The Inter Ocean, and 
Whose interests were affected by Mayor 
Harrison's action in vetoing the Allen bill, 
Which the republican legislature passed at 
the dictation of the street railroad in- 
terests. 

This bill, jt will be recalled, was design- 
ed to put the streets of this great city ab- 
tolutely under the control of the present 
corporations for fifty years, without giv-

ing the city anything like adequate re- 
turns. The republican legislature passed 
the bill authorizing the council to make 
the grants, and the council passed the bill 
Yerkes wanted; but Mayor Harrison vetoed 
it, and fought so hard that the corpora- 
tions were unable to pass it over his veto. 
While the excitement over this was at its 
height, so thoroughly aroused were the 


/ people of the city that Harrison could have 


been elected to any office by an overwhelm- 
ing majority. It is believed by his friends 
that his services in that fight are not going 
to be forgotten by thousands of good citi- 
zens—normally republicans—who were for 
him then, and whose votes the republican 
machine is trying to get for Carter by the 
vigorous application of the party lash, and 
in every other way known to the wily 
politician. 
Slinging Mud at Harrison. 

Everything that can be sald against a 
man is being said by the republican organs 
against Harrison; all his affiliations are 
being attacked and every effort is being 
made to have it appear that he represents 
the slum elements and all t ; in addition 
to this, the Carter people ate prepared to 
buy every vote that is purchasable, and 
under ordinary circumstances that is. no 
small number; but at this stage of the 
Campaign the republican leaders are dis- 
posed to concede Harrison's election, their 
only hope being that Altgeld may pul] from 
the democratic candidate enough votes to 
make compass the mayor's defeat. 

There are in round numbers 300,000 voters 
in the city of Chicago. As the day of the 
election approaches there are al] sorts of 
Speculation, and all sorts of bets as to the 
Probable outcome are being made—bets 
not on the main result, but on al] the pos- 
sible phases of the contest. The probable 
total vote of the different candidates, with 
all the possible combinations that specula- 
tlon.on this theme opens up,’ forms one of 
the most attractive subjects of betting. As 
{in the. famous fight in 189% the streets are 
filled from early morn until far into the 
night with excited groups of men, every 
fellow airing his theory and willing to back 
it with money—in talk !f not in’ actuality. 
Ihe Timés-Herald’s Fearless Fight. 

On the main result Harrison is the favo- 
rite. Zina Carter, who has the backing of 
the corporations,°is making a strong fight, 
but his backers are asking odds of 2 to 1. 
Many republicans under the leadership of 
that fearless newspaper The Times-Herald 
will vote for Harrison on the ground jhat 
in his fight against the Corporations he 
voiced the will of the people and guarded 
carefully their rights. As The Times- 
Herald puts it in tersely defining its posi- 
tion: \ 

“Among the few facts laid before its 
readers yesterday by the organ of Charles 
T. Yerkes was the speech of Clarence N. 
Goodwin, of the Jackson Club, in which he 
Said that ‘The Times-Herald, which repre- 
sents the clean element among republicans, 
is supporting Harrison.’ 

“He might have added that The Times- 
Herald, which represents the practical ele- 
ment among civil service reformers, which 
represemts ihe business element among 
democrats, which represnty non partisan- 
ship in municipal affairs, which represents 
citizens of all classes and colors and creeds 
who put Chicago’s preservation from‘ spoli- 
ation above any question of party politics, 
supports Mayor Harrison in grateful mem- 
ory of his past performances and in confi- 
dent trust that his second term wil] prove 
as true to the merit system as-his first 
term was adamant against corruption.”’ 

Harrison and Silver. 

National politics is being dragged into 
the discussion and efforts have been made 
by some of Carter Harrison’s opponents to 
make it appear that he is intmical to the 
democratic platform, and that his election 
will be a rebuke to the ardent silver men 
of the party. Nothing could be more dis- 
honest than that claim. As a matter v? 
fact, the democratic candidates and the 
democratic platform in that contest of 1836 
had no more enthusiastic supporter thun 
“Carter Haitch,’’ as Mr. Dooley calls him. 
He is a democrat from the ground up, and 
just because he is making local issues 
prominent in this municipal campaign is 
no reason why his democracy or his earn- 
estness for the party principles should bw 
impugned, 

As a matter of fact, most of this sort of 
talk emanates from Altgeld and his sup- 
porters. Altgeld would like to create the 
impression that he ts the sole custodian 
of the silver cause. He is one of the men 
who have injured the cause by the preten- 
tious support of it, and their urgent efforts 
to make it appear that they, and they 
alone, are silver men. As I have said, Alt- 
geld is trying to injure Harrison for his 
own selfish purposes. The impression is 
strong here that he has the sympathy of 
some other men who have been prominent 
in democratic ranks and who, like he, try 
to make themselves the sole guardians of 
silver, and Chairman Jones’s action in put- 
ting Altgeld en an advisory committee in 
the face of his indevandent mayoralty can- 
didacy is pointed to as evidence on this line, 
but the probability is that Chairman Jones 
made the appointment through ignorance 
of the;conditions prevailing here. He should 
have known, but perhaps he did not. 

There Is Real Uncertainty. 

The week just ended has been full of elec- 
tion excitement, with speeches every night 
and with the rallies and the hurrahs that 
are always part of such centests. As it 
closes, the adherents of Mayor Harrison 
fee] more certain than ever of his electicn, 
but confessediy the unknown ‘quantity js 
the Altgeld vote. It is confidentiy believe 
by the supp ‘rters of the democratic nom- 
inee thal Harrison will get mvure republi- 
can votes than Altgeld will get all together. 
If thet is true ft is possible that the re- 
publican candidate will be last in the race. 
That is among the possibilities, although 
the natural inference is-that\ the end will 
find Harrison first, Carter second and Alt- 
geld third.

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Court Names Men To Take Charge

ACTION «WAS A SURPRISE 


President Stillwell Knew Nothing Until It

INTEREST DUE COULD NOT BE PAI 


Over a Half Million Dollars Should 
Have Been Handed Out by the 
Railroad Yesterday—Out- 
standing Debt Is $23,- 
000,000.

Kansas City, April 1.—A receivership for 
the Kansas City, Pittsburg and Gulf rail- 
road was asked tonight of Judge Gibson, 
of the circuit court, by Charles E. Grannis 
and other stockholders and creditors. 

The application was granted and Judge 
Gibson appointed the following named offi- 
c‘als of the road as receivers: 

kK. lL. Martin, vice president; Robert Gill- 


‘fham, general manager, and J. McD. Trim- 


bie, attorney, all of this city. 

Considerable mystery seems to surround 
the affair. President A. E. Stillwell, of the 
road, when telephoned at his home at 1 
o'clock this (Sunday) morning denied any 
kncwledge of a receivership. It is believed 
that the receivership is a friendly one. 

The interest due today amounted to $575,- 
000, and it . could not. be met. When 
this fact became known a movement was 
inaugurated to secure the appointment of a 
receiver who would be specially friendly to 
the eastern interests of the road. Tnis move 
was checkmated by the preparation of the 
papers for the appointment of local re- 
ceivers. . 

Judige Gibson was applied to late tonight, 
The petition for the appointment of a re- 
celver was signed by Charles A. Braley, E. 
F. Silver and John A. Eaton, of the law 
firm of Trimble & Braley. 

The outstanding debt of the system’ !s 
$23,000,000 of bonds. The interest due today 


re 


amounted to $575,000. Fhe equipment of the 
System amounts to $40,000 to $50,000 per 
ronth, which consumes the earnings and 
diverts them from the interest fund. The 
receivership does not involve any interest 
of the Port Arthur system other than the 
main line of the Kansas City, Pittsburg and 
Gulf railroad. The..northern lines, Kan- 
sas City, Suburban Belt and Port*® Arthur 
Canal and Dock Company, together with 


other interests, are said to be upon a firm: 


financial basis. 

The financial troubles that have involved 
the Pittsburg and Gulf are directly attrib- 
utable to the fight against the completion 
of the canal, as it deprived the railroad of 
terminal facilities at the gulf for more 
than a year and compelled the company 
to make use of Galveston, which necessitat- 
ed giving up a very large. share of the 
revenue that would ordinarily accrue to the 
road. 

FE. L. Martin said tonight: 


“The application was made itn order to | 


prevent the road from falling into the 
hands of some one as rezeiver who we 
know nothing about, and whose methods 
of handling property could only become 
known to the stockholders as events 
brought them about. We are certain we 
represent the sentiment of the great. ma- 
jority of the stockholders in our scheme 
for reorganization and consolidation. 

“T am confident in five or six months the 
receiver will have the affairs cleared up.” 

C. A. Braley said: 

“T received an intimation today that a 
move was on foot when the interest was 
defaulted to secure the appointment of an 
eastern receiver. We then determined to 
keep the road in the hands of its friends, 
and in the place where it was originated.

BARONESS DE HIRSOH IS DEAD. 


During Her Life She Dispensed Mil- 
lions to Charities. 

Paris, April 1.—Baronesg de Hirsch is 
dead. 

Baron Hirsch left an estate, of $26,000,000, 
much of which was bequeathed to charity 
arid aifterwards dispensed by the baroness. 
Millions have been spent in colonizing large 
bodies of Russian refugees in the United 
States and the Argentine Republic. 

Baroness de Hirsch was quite as remarka- 
ble a personage as her husband. Worth 
many millions in her own right, she gave 
as freely of her wealth as of that left by 
her husband. She was a daughter of the 
late Senator Bichofheim, of Brussels, head 
of the great banking house of Bischofheim 
& Goldschmidt, that financed the Erie rail- 
way organization in 1571. 

A careful estimate shows that the Baron- 
ess de Hirsch spent $1,500,000 in’ the city of 
New York,in charitable work. since her 
husband's death, three years ago, besides 
the annual income of the fund of $2,400,000 
created by ‘the baron.

Washington, April 1—The funeral train 


Wbearing the bodies of 150 soldiers who lost 


their lives in Cuba and Porto Rico arrived 
at Rosslyn, Va., this afternoon, having 
passed through Washington without stop. 
The train was heavily draped in mourning 
and decorated with flags. 

The remains are encased in hermetically 
sealed caskets, marked, wherever possible, 
with the name and regiment of the eoldier. 
These caskets were removed from the train 
as rapidly as possible to the part of the 
Arlington cemetery, where the final inter- 
ment is to be made, <A large number of 
tents have been erected there for the safe 
Keeping of the remains until arrangements 
have been perfected for their interment. 
There are about 3W of these bodies to be 
buried at Arlington. 

The funerdl train, after discharging at 
Rosslyn, will return to New York and re- 
ceive the remainder of the bodies. It is 
expected that the shipment will be com- 
pieted by Tuesday afternoon. In case ar- 
rangements can be perfected by that time 
the funeral ceremony of the entire number 
will be held at the cemetery next Wdnes- 
cay. There ‘s an impression at the de- 
pertment, however, that the arrangements 
cannot be concluded in time to permit of 
the funeral refore Thursday. 

Full military honors will be paid to the 
memory of the patriots who lost their lives

The department is acting 
upon his suggestion and advice and the 
whole matter of protection against disin- 
fection is in his hands. If there is the least 
danger of. infection the.troops will be 
brought to Camp Meade, in Pennsylvania.

Talking for Mercer. 

The report of the trustees of Mercer 
university was read by E. Y. Mallory, sec- 
retary of the board. 

On motion beth these reports were to be 
considered together. 

_ Doctor Pollock, president of Mercer, pre- 
sented the claims of the institution to the 
convention, making. a masterly exposition 
of the condition of the university, giving a 
vividly interesting history of the same and 
making an eloquent plea for higher educa- 
tion. He cited from small beginnings the 
immense results. He showed the needs of 
Mercer. He spoke of her past, her noble 
record; her struggles; her sorrows; her 
successes; her present; her noble alma ma- 
ter; her self-sacrificing faculty and board 
of trustees; her splendid financial record. 
He pointed to the history of other colleges 
and universities, quoted the sayings of 
Professor Sing, that railroads were wreck- 
ed, banks demoralized, etc., but in all the 
educational institutions of America but 
one had failed to meet their financial obli- 
gations. 

The peroration of Dr. Pollock almost

Rev. H. R. Bernard, the financial agent 
of Mercer university, followed, and al- 
though the allotted time was exhausted be- 
fore his conclusion, on motion he was al- 
lowed to proceed. Hardly less eloquent was 
Dr. Bernard than Dr. Pollock. He said 
they never meant to give up; that, like 
Wellington, they would not know when they 
were whipped. 

The next hour was devoted to discussion 
of the interests of. the Louisville Theologi- 
cal seminafry:: Dr. Kerfoot, president of the 
seminary, was introduced by -President 
Northen, who handled his’ subject with a 
strength and power seldom heard. Dr. Ker- 
foot is a Baptist of the Baptists. Referring 
to the denominational control in some in- 
stitutions discountenanced, he strongly up- 
neld the desirability of it. He paid a glow- 
ing tribute to the memories of the founders 
of the Louisville Theological seminary, 
Bovee and Broadus and Williams and 
Manly, all of whom, before laying down 
the burdens of life, saw their efforts suc- 
cessful. He said he had been working for 
the seminary twentyreignt years, before the 
beard was upon his face. He begged his 
hearers to remember that the seminary be- 
longed to Georgia as well as to Kentucky; 
that last summer, when a -resofution was 
proposed which seemed to subserve the in- 
terest of Kentucky more than another state, 
he upheld the rights of outsiders, placing 
them upon an equal footing. He referred 
to Georgia Baptists having eleven trustees 
in the seminary out of fifty-five, and spoke 
of the noble gifts of Georgia to the sem- 
inary. He then called for aid, and sub- 
scriptions began to flow in.

In other words, it is proposed to turn the 
entire carnivaljover to Pain & Sons under 
a nominal guafantee, leaving them an op- 
portunity to m@ke a profit out of admission 
fees which they will be allowed to charge 
for eertain features, 

Mr. Rose has just returned from France 
and Italy, where he has spent several 
months studying the Latin carnivais, and 
the result is a $50,000 investment on the 
part of his firm in carnival ears, parapher- 
nalla, etc. It is a new departure for 
Puin & Son, and Macon has an opportunily 
ts. be the first city in America to secure 
the Pain carnival complete. If this Is 
done Macon will present a $50,000 carni- 
val, far surpassing anything ever seen in 
this country—all for less money than the 
last carnival cost, and with very much less 
work for local people to do. 

‘hose who took the most active part in 
last year’s carnival are almost a unit in 
indorsing the proposition to have the car- 
nival of Nice this year under the direction 
of experts, and it is likely that Monday’s 
meeting will develop something definite 
toward this end.

GET OUT OF JAIL 


But Nine of Thom Were Shortly After. 
wards Recaptared, 


ONE WAS MORTALLY WOUNDED 


He Attempted To Strike His Pursuer, 
Who Shot Him. 


TWO WERE DRAGGED FROM UNDER HOUSE 


The Prisoners Had Cratled Under the 
Rectcry of St. Mark’s Church 
During Services. 


Brunswick, Ga., April. 1,—(Special.)— 
Twleve negro prisoners broke jail this af- 
terroon at. 4 o'clock and one was mortally 
wounded while resisting capture. Fhe bold- 
ness af the escape in broad open daylight 
and the shooting which followed attracted a 
large crowd and created much excitement. 

The criminals broke an iron bar in thetr 
big cage and with it knocked down Jailer 
Rudolph, a one-legged veteran, who was 
preparing to feed them. Then they rushed 
to the street and were seen escaping by 
Foreman Sanders, of the fire department. He 
fave the alarm and Fireman Isaac Smith 
rushed across the street to head them off. 
While running pistol and 
joined by several policemen, the chase con- 
tinuing ‘through several blocks to St. Mark's 
Episcopal church rectory. 

On these premises three of the criminals 
hid, and in going after them the officefs 
were met with threats of violence by the 
negroes. The officers advanced and Fire- 
man Smith started toward Thomas, who at- 
tempted to strike him. Smith fired and the 
ball penetrated the negro’s forehead. over 
the right eye and he fell in his tracks. He 
was left lying where he fell and the chase 
continued after the others. Two were drag- 


_ged out from under the rectory and others 


Were captured near by, making the total 
of wounded and captured nine. The 
others are still at large at this writing. 

A big crowd collected around the rectory 


and physicians were summoned for the 


wounded man. He was seen to be in a dy-. 


ing condition and was r&moved from the 
rectory yard to the hospital. 

Rev. H. E. Lucas was conducting ser- 
vices in St. Mark's church, within a few 
yards of the shooting, and when church 
services were conc.uded ‘he was considera- 
bly moved by the scene before him.

There will not be a piece 
of wood in these cars. They are all steel 
and will carry 100,000 pounds or fifty tons 
of ores, It is claimed for them that they 
are cheaper than wooden cars and lighter. 

“Pittsburg Is a wonderfu: manufacturing 
city and the people are prosperous, The 
weekly wage fund is very large and money 
appears to be plentiful. The city furnishes 
a fine object lesson, showing what manu- 
facturing enterprises will do for a people.” 


Captain J. O. Robertson, of Canton, who 
was in Atlanta a few days ago, stated that 
the people of Cherokee county are deeply 
interested in the smelter, which is to be 
built near Atlanta.

PURCHASING ORDERS HEAVY 


Caused Much Higher Opening—Bank 
Statement More Favorable Than 
Expected—Closed Near Best.

New York, April 1.—Many advances were 
recorded in the stock market today on 
very large dealings for the two hours, 
near two-thirds of a million shares chang- 
ing hands. The Paster holidays in England 
rendered London no factor here, but the 
accumulation of a very large volume of 
purchasing orders over the Good Friday 
holiday brought forth much higher quota- 
tions at the opening. Subsequently, heavy 
retulizing caused a sharp seiback to prices, 
but with the appearance of the bank 
Statement, which the speculative element 
Viewed as more favorable than expected, 
there was a material rally, and the final 
prices Were at or near the best. The deal- 
ngs were much influenced by the buoyancy 
of Manhattan, which made an extreme 
gain of 15 points, 7 of which it held. .'The 
siatement by a large holder of Manhattan 
that he had been offered 15 per cent above 
Thursday's prices for his stock was in- 
terpreted as indicating that the Metropoli- 
tan railway sought control. of the road. 
Shorts in Manhattan covered large lines 
that had been Sut out in expectation that 
the new issue of stock would depress the 
price. As they sought to cover the figures 
were marked up with the resultant ex- 
treme rise. The announcement that 5 per 
cent dividend per annum had been decided 
upon for Federal Steel, with the first quar- 
terly dividend pagable in July, brought 
forth enormous purchases and a very wide 
opening, the extreme rise being over’ 6 
points. Talk of an issue of new stock to 
Brooklyn Transit holders at par to pro- 
vide money for betterments and new ac- 
quisitions Hfted the stock only a point. 
Among the specialties Third Avenue rose 
10 and there were advances of 14%@4%% in 
American Tin Plate, People’s Gas, Amerie 
can Steel, Union Bag and Paper and Na- 
tional Steel, the latter recording the ex- 
treme gain. There was a .comparatively 
narrow movement in American Tobacco on 
the announcement of a 100 per cent com- 
mon stock dividend, the stock retaining 1 
point of the 3% point advance.

The influences at work in the stock mar- 
ket this week were very diversified, em- 
bracing relation to the success of American 
urins in the Philippines and uneasiness as 
to possible complications over Samoa, but 
most attention centered in the increasing 
stringency of money and the strength in 
sterling exchange. Money, which not long 
since loaned at 2 per cent-and under, reach- 
ed ¥2 per cent,-the highest figure in a 
long period. The banks gradually adv anced 
rates for call accommodtions to thet ex- 
tremné legal limit—6 per cent—and the bulk 
of the week’s business was near that fig- 
ure. Discrimination was exercised against 
some of the highly manipulative shares, 
and when they were taken as collateral the 
highest money rates prevailing were 
charged. The money scarcity was 
due to .a variety of causes, among 
them being the gradual increase 
of government receipts over disbursements, 
the necessary accumulations for April. div- 
idend and interest requirements amount- 
ing to nearly $50,100,000, exclusive of govern- 
ment interest payments, the financing of 
the industrial trusts, and .moreover some 
$8,500,000 was taken from the market in 
connection with the Chicago and Alton deal, 
the Manhattan issue of stock and the Bal- 
timore and Ohio Southwestern Treorganiza~ 
tion. These operations were partly refiected

THOMAN’S COTTON REPORT. 


Sentiment Points to a Reduction in 
Acreage This Year. 


From The New York Commercial. 

During the past two weeks it has been 
possible to do but very little in the way of 
additional.preparation for planting. In the 
western part of the belt the weather has 
been of a wintry character in the main, 
while in the eastern and southern sections 
frequent rains have intensified the previous 
sogzy condition of the soil.

C.; Atlanta, Birmingham and Carrolton, 
Miss., and in the districts east of the river 
and north of Natchitoches, La., practically 
nothing: has as yet been accomplished in 
the way of preparing the soil for planting. 
While it would be exaggerating its. impor- 
tance to lay too much stress on the prob- 
able consequences of the drought now pre- 
vailing in the more northern and western 
parts of Texas, not to call attention to 
the fact that-it is causing more or less of 
apprehension, would be to ignore the ex- 
pressed opinion of some of the most relia- 
ble cotton men in that state. At the same 
time the consensus of opinion in Texas, as 
in the balance of the states, leads to the 
conclusion that, should favorable weather 
set in at a near date, nothing in the situa- 
tion, up to this time, would necessarily 
prejudice the acreage or the first stages of 
plant growth. 

As predicte? a month ago, increased re- 
ceipts were naturally to have been expect- 
ed. The movement from the interior has 
been encouraged by higher prices, . better 
roads and reduced transportation rates. It 
would be no surprise should receipts in- 
crease somewhat over the present volume 
after the weather becomes mor sasonable. 
With propriety, it may be stated, however, 
that there ts nothing now and never has 
been anything in the situation to warrant 
an estimate in excess of 11,275,000 bales as 
the extent of last year's production, which 
was submitted over three months ago.

‘‘Passengers wishing transfer checks must 
ask for them when fare is tendered, and 
you will issue them as you collect fares. 
When your car arrives at a transfer point 
you will so inform passengers by announc- 
ing distinctly the routes or lines to which 
transfers are made at this junction. df 
passenger does not ask for transfer check 
when paying fare he is not entitled to 
same.: 

“Transfer checks will not be issued to a 
line where passenger could have taken a 
proper car going to destination without 
transferring. For example, passengers 
coming to the center of the city on Ma- 
rietta street should not be transferred to 
the Fair street cars, 

“Transfer checks are’ not transferable, 
and must only be honored when presented 
by passengers boarding cars at proper 
transfer points, 

“Transfer checks will be registered as 
other fares except as herein stated. Trans- 
fer checks honored by conductors after 
the first connecting ear has passed will be 
charged to the econductor honoring the 
Same. 

“When @ passenger presents for fare a 
transfer check not in accordance with these 
rules, the conductors will refuse same and 
cellect proper fare, explaining to passen- 
ger that if there has been an error on 
the part of the company it will be ad- 
justed on application at the office of the 
company, in accordance with the conditions 
on.which the transfer check was issued.

OPEN AIR TALKS ON INCREASE 


Chief Executive Thinks There Is Too 
Much Curbstone Preaching. 


HAS NEVER GRANTED A PERMIT YET 


Several Preachers Called on Him Yes- 
terday, but Were Put Off—What 
One Had To Say. 


It looks as if street preachers in Atlanta 
is sooh to be terminated. Mayor-Woodward 
does not believe in. this method of: propa- 
gating the gospel, and has refused ever 
since he’ has been in office to grant any 
permits for this purpose; and it is prob- 
able very, few, if any, will be granted by 
the present administration. 

The number of street preachers in At- 
lanta appears to be gradually increasing. 
Almost every Sunday afternoon there are 
at least five or six preachers—sometimes 
women—holding services around the cor- 
ners near Marietta and Peachtree streets. 
These.exponents of the gospel usually 
draw good crowds, and there has been some 
complaint lodged with the mayor on ac- 
court of the large crowds that congregate 
on the streets Sunday afternoons and 
nights to listen to the Salvation Army or 
some of its competitors. 

The term competitor seems out of place 
with religious lights, but it answers well 
with the street preachers, for it seems 
they are having differences: among them- 
selves.’ Some of the preachers who do not 
belong to the Salvation Army, and whose 


requests for permits have been refused by. 


the mayor, are mad because the Salvation 
Army is not confined to quarters also. 
Those not in the army ranks think they 
have just as much right to the streets as 
the Salvation Army, and one _ preacher 
went so far the other day as to state to 
the mayor that he imtended to make a test 
case to ascertain whether the chief execu- 
tive had a right to refuse him a permit. 

Mayor Woodward is not opposed to re- 
ligious services on general principles, and 
is willing to do anything in his power to 
further the cause of Christianity, but he 
thinks the street preaching’ is becoming a 
public nuisance, and that the preachers 
should get some hall in which to expound 
their doctrines. 

Several preachers called on the mayor 
yesterday afternoon and asked for per- 
mits. The mayor replied that he. would 
see about it. That means that the permits 
will not be granted. The reverend gentle- 
men left very much disappointed, and ap- 
peared to think they had been. unfairly 
treated.

GOVERNOR LOWRY IS STILL UNDECIDED 


Which Term He Will Run For—The 
Joint Debate Between Him and 
Allen Declared Off. 


— 


Jackson. Miss., April 1.—(Special.)—The 
chief development of interest in the sena- 
torial race during the past week is the 
rumored candidacy of Hon. i af: Sullli- 
van for the long term in opposition to 
McLaurin and Allen. Senator Sullivan will 
neither confirm nor deny the report that 
he is to be in the race, but only says, “1 
have not yet announced myself as a candi- 
date,”’ leaving the other anxious aspirants 
to infer that he has the matter under seri- 
ous consideration. 

If Senator Sullivan does enter the race 
it is har@y probable that he will do 
until after the meeting of the state execu 
tive committee, which assembles in this 
city next Thursday. AS the committee is 
to decide the all-important question of the 
manner of choosing candidates, Senator 
Sullivan will then have all the lights be- 
fuoce him and go into the race Knowing 
what to expect and the work he mus 
accomplish in order to obtain the essential 
majority. 

The candidacy of Sullivan would be in- 
jurious to both McLaurin and Allen, bu 
more so to the latter, as the homes 0} 
both ate in the northern part of the stato 
and Sullivan is said to have a strong pull 
in. Alien’s own congressional district. I 
left to a primary vote he would probaoly 
carry his own ‘district, which he formerly 
represented in congress, by a handsome 
majority. Contrary to expectations im 
¢ome quarters, Sullivan established a good 
reputation for himself ducing his incum- 
bency of the ‘seat made vacant by the 
death of the lamented Walthall. His 
work on the southern claims bill, which 
will put one million dollars from Uncle 
Sam’s treasury into the pockets of needy 
Mississippians, caused him to gain espe- 
cial high favor. He is a comparatively 
young man yet, energetic and ambitious 
after a style entirely his own. In the 
senatorial race he would prove a formida- 
ble opponent. 

Lowry’s Candidacy. 

Ex-Governor Lowry is still on the fence 
and undecided on‘which way to fall. He 
is compeHed to make a selection that mus 
be a Very puzzling one to a man of his 
political experience. Governor , Lewry 
would like very much to go in the race 
for the short term, but His friends urge 
that he would stand a better show in the 
long term contest, and while wading po- 
litical waters a man is always in the hands 
of his friends. The ex-governor is likely to 
follow Sullivan’s example and wait until 
after the state executive committee meet- 
ing before he decides. 

Location of Battles. 

The joint debate between McLaurin ond 
Allen scheduled to take place in Meridian 
Friday night was declared off on account 
of the inability of the governor to be 
present. Congressman Allen was on hand, 


so 


however, and delivered one of his charac- 


teristic addresses to a good sized audience. 
Since the opening of the campaign Me- 
ridian has been a favorite spot with the 
candidates and there is some talk of re- 
viving the old Roman hippodrome in that 
city on a larger and more progressive 
plan. 

The merchants of the town have an 
eye to business, knowing full well that a 
political speaking means a crowd and the 
crowd usually has nickels to spend. This 
in some measure accounts for the hospi- 
tality shown the office seekers. 

The next joint debate between the sena- 
torial candidates will take place at New 
Albany, in Union county, on the 15th of 
April, both: men having accepted invita- 
tions to be present. Other dates are being 
rapidly arranged. 


The Gubernatorial Race. 


Candidates for governor have been very 


quiet during the past week. The most'im- 
portant matter of interest in the race was 
the withdrawal of Lieutenant Governor J. 
H. Jones, officially announced in the early 
part of the we#k. In a card to the public 
he stated that his reasons for withdrawa! 


were purely personal, his wife being in bad - 


health, rendering it impossible to make 
the neoessary canvass. It is generally be- 
lieved that the larger portion of Governor 
Jones’s support will go to Judge Powell, 
a large part of his section of the state 
being located in Judge Powell’s judicial 
district.

S. C., will be put on trial here in the United 
States circuit court next Week to answer 
the charge of having lynched Postmaster 
Fraser B. Baker, mere than a year ago, 
fesides killing the pestmaster, Who was a 
negro, ths. alleged lynehers will have to 
answer for killing Baker's infant child and 
for burning the’ Lake City postoffice with 
all its effects. It is said: here today that 
other arrests will be made before the case 
is taken up. The indictment will go to the 
grand jury and the hearing will begin at 
Eighty Witnesses lor the govern- 
have been summoned ,Jhere is a 
array of witnesses for the defense 
and the trial will probably last for two 
weeks or more, 

This is the first time on record that the 
federal government has come into the south 
to take up a lynching trial. The murder 
of Baker was probal-ly the most brutal 
crime known in the history of the state. 
Baker was appointed postmaster at Lake 
City and before he took charge of the ol- 
fice he was warned to keep away. 
fused, and an attempt was made to kill 
him soon atter his commission Was recelv- 
ed. This failed and then a regular band 
was organized to put him out of the Way.

According to the testimony given at the 
preliminary hearing by Newham and Lee, 
who turned state’s evidence, the Lake 
City band of lynchers Was organized for 
the sp cial purpose of killing Baker. The 
negro had refused to leave. town and give 
up the office and the white people rebelled 
at the idea of a colored postmaster. When 
Raker was appointed he could not rent 
an office in the town, and finally had to 
take a littie shanty near the edge of the 
village. In this he put family, and 
res rved a portion of a front room, for a 
postofiice. It Was on the night of Febru- 
ary 21, 1898, that the band met and mapped 
ott a programme lo send Baker out of the 
world. The entire story Was revealed by 
the witn sses Newham and Lee. At. 
o'clock that night the mob gathered at a 
store kept by Stokes. EXverybody was 
heavily armed. A’ layzge supply of coal oil 
and a great quantity of dry shavings was 
secured, and shortly before midnight the 
mob started silently toward the postoffice. 
When the building was reached twe men 
were sent out to scatter the shavings and 
oil over the shanty.. The mob with the 
guns sat quietly in the woods nearby. A 
match was applicd and then. the flames 
leaped high over the place, and in a mo- 
ment there came the cries from the fright- 
ened inmates of the building. Baker grop- 
ed about in the darkness and tried to take 
out his eight chiidren sleeping in the room. 
When he reached the door, through the 
flame and smoke, he jerked it down.. That 
‘instant a rifle ball came from the mob and 
“he fell dead. The wife was next at the 
‘door. She carried a baby in her arms, and 
a rifle ball cut its way through her arm, 
broke if,. and then buried itself in, the 
child’s brain. The children who ran out 
next were riddled witn buckshot. 

When the mob saw that Baker was dead 
it dispersed. The mother and wounded 
children crept into the woods, where they 
remained, half frozen, during the night. 
There was no one to take up the body of 
Baker and that of his child, and the 
charred remains were removed the fol- 
lowing morning. Every bit of mai) in the 
postotiice, together with all the effects, 
was destroyed. 

The state authorities were slow about be- 
ginning work, but the department of jus- 
tice in Washington took immediate steps. 
Postoffice inspectors were hurried to Lake 
City and they were warned to get out 
while they could. Threats w re made, but 
the in¢pectors remained and finally gather- 
ed evidence sufficient to arrest fifteen of 
the men supposed to be the ringleaders, 

District Attorney Lathrop, who will con- 
duet the prosecution, will have abie as- 
sistance. The case against the prisoners 
will go to the grand jury on Tuesday, 
though the hearing may be delayed until 
Monday week. Every preparation has been 
made for the trial and it will be the most 
important of the kind ever held in South 
Carolina. The crime is condemned, and it 
remains to be seen if a white jury will con. 
vict. The evidence of the government is 
said to be unusually strong and conclusive. 
The case has been worked up by E. W. 
Bell, a special agent sent by the depart- 
ment of justice.

on Monday, June 2th, and continuing till 
the following Tuesday, July 4th. This con- 
gress is under the auspices of-the Interna- 
tlonal Council of Women, which holds its 
quinquennial session on Wednesday, June 
28th. At this meeting the formal business 
of the International Council of -Women 
will’ be transacted by the International of- 
the honorable vice ‘presidents and 
the accredited delegates from each national 
council. The intéfrnational on 
the other hand is open to all who care to 
apply for a ticket of membership. It is 
under the management of the sub-commit- 
tee of arrangements of international coun- 
eil, which is composed of the five interna- 
tional officers, five especially appointed 
members of the national council of Great 
Britain and Jreland and the conveners of 
sub-committees charged with the duty of 
organizing the various sections of con- 
gress. 

“The sub-committee of arrangements has 
undertaken to offer hospitality to the ac- 
credited delegates, to appointed delegates 
from countries not otherwise represented, 
and to invited speakers and leaders of dis- 
cussion. For others’ attending the con- 
gress a list of hotels, boarding houses and 
lodgings, with stated prices, will be pub- 
lished in due course. 

“An ordinary ticket of membership, for 
which we hope men as well as women 
will apply, can be procured by application 
to the corresponding secretary on form A 
(inclosed). The price of this ticket is 7s 
6d, and it entitles the member to attend 
any of the sectional meetings. Members 
of societies affiliated to:any national toun- 
cil can procure their ticket of membership 
at the reduced sum of 5s by sending in to 
the corresponding secretary form B, along 
with form C, after it has been indorsed 
by an official of the society affiliated to 
the national council to which they beiong. 

“You will find inclosed a programme of 
the meetings so far as they are at-present 
arranged. The programme is givided tnto 
five sections under the following headings: 
EXducation, Professions for Womea, lLeg- 
islative and Industrial Questions; Political 
and Social Work. It is proposed that each 
section shall hold two sessions daily, and 
at these sessions one_or more short payers 
Shall be read by men or women. The dis- 
cussion shall be opened in each case by 
invited speakers, and the remainder of the 
time shall pe devoted to free discussion, 
in which all who are present may join. 
The languages which may be used are 
French, German and English, at the dis- 
cretion of the speakers, who, it is hoped, 
will. use English if possible. Printed 
translations of the French and German 
papers will be circulated in the halls dur- 
ing the meetings, and there will be inter- 
preters at hand to give in English the gist 
of the remarks made in the other- lan- 
guages. 

“The headquarters of the international 
council during the congress week will be 
the Westminster town hall, where two 
Sections will hold their daily sessions, and 
where international offices, rest and writ- 
ing rooms, e¢te., will be previded. St. Mar« 
tin’s town hall, about ten minutes’ walk 
distant, and the convocation hall of 
Church House, Dean’s yard, Westminster, 
will provide halls for other sections.

Capital Punishment for Burglary. 
Not a day passes that does not em-

The average 
newspaper reader does not require to be 
informed that the housebreakers of to- 
day go prepared to take/life if it is 
essential to defend their own. Primari- 
ly, their object may not be.a murderous 
one, but this does not stand in théir 
way when such a development becomes 
necessary in the pursuit of their nefari- 
ous occupatiom,.

When a man so 
far outsteps the bounds of right as to 
be willing to shed his neighbor's blood 
while engaged at the same time in rifling 
his property, he is due precious little 
consideration and should be brought up 
with a swift stop that would prove a 
warning to others similarly disposed. 
Supplement the death penalty With a vig- 
orous and prompt enforcement of the 
law and you will see a wholesome and 
widespread decrease in the operations 
of dangerous criminals. rf

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Cur New Problems. 

In discussing the questions with which 
this country has to deal, The Constitu- 
tion referred yesterday to the fact that 
while it was desirable and necessary 
that both Cuba and the Philippines

object lessons in good government. 

These lessons they never have had, 
and as matters now stand, any laxity 
of method or relaxation of direct auithor- 
ity, gives them the cue for lawlessness. 

Under 
Spanish rule the authority in sight has 
always been represented by a soldier and 
a gun, and within easy call troops suffi- 
cient to quell a riot or put an end toa 
disturbance promptly and ruthlessly and 
without any inquiries as to which faction 
is right or wrong. To this state of af- 
fairs long generations of Cubans and 
Filipinos have been born and bred. 

They Know no other authority and 
recogn.ze no other. To them the law is 
made manifest not in the peaceful de- 
cisions of the courts, but in the curt or- 
ders of commanders and subalterns with 
swords in -their hands and men and 
guns ready to shoot and kill at a word. 
To them peace and good order are rep- 
resented by armed force visible'and man- 
ifest.

if proof were necessary, it is to be found 
in the situation as it exists today in 
Havana. ‘There is, indeed, no menace in

sions to cold type—are) beginning to re- 
gret that the government did not assert 
its authority more firmly and positively 
at the outset. This regret is based on

And heré again are to be found the 
results of centuries of Spanish rule. In 
Havana the policemen have always been 
soldiers. Now a soldier with a gun and 
bayonet is a much more imposing ob- 
ject than a policeman with a pistol and 
a club. A soldier with his gun repre- 
sented something real to the Cubans; 
a policeman with a club_ represented 
nothing; there is nothing serious, noth- 
ing imposing about him. Consequently, 
he is neither feared nor respected. The 
authority that is behind him is not man- 
ifest. The United States officials there 
have been doing ds they do at home. 
They are giving Havana good govern- 
ment, and the lawless element thinks 
they are careless and indifferent as to 
the performances of individuals. 

Another feature of Spanish rule which 
has been carried on so long and so suc- 
cessfully ag to cease to-attract the at- 
tention of those who were the victims 
was the unspeakable corruption of the 
Officials from the highest to the lowest. 
When. a-demand was made on Spain 
for money to carry on the government 
of Cuba it was well known that the great 
bulk of it would find its way into the 
private purses of the officials. Millions 
of dollars were appropriated by Spain in 
to_satisfy the greed

It was a custom, a habit, an unwritten 
Now the Cubans have come ‘to re- 
gard this sort of thing as a matter of 
course, and they will nave to be taught 


differently before they ean be trusted to 


govern themselves.

trained to believe that force, actual and | 


active, is the sole representative of law 
and authority. 

The truth of the business is that the 
Americans have too much confidence in 
American methods as applied to popula- 
tions who have not the slightest con- 
ception of them. It is not the fault of 
the Cubans that 
these methods. The 


Americans them- 


selves have evolved them out of expe- | 


rienceg that have not always been pleas- 
ant: and yet, from the first, they have 
had definite ideas of free government. 


Our own history shows, in all its ramifi- | 


cations and results, that there is a good 
deal of difference between the idea or 
first conception of free government and 
its practical application. It is true that 
the Cubans will not have to.work out 
all of the problems for themselves, but 
they will have to réalize that these prob- 
lems exist, and they Will have to under- 
stand the compromises that every citi- 
zen is compelled to make when he con- 
sents to government of any kind what- 
ever. 

It is already evident that the Ameri- 
can authorities in Cuba have entered 
upon their duties with a delicacy that 
has been misconstrued and misunder- 
stood. This misunderstanding is due.to 


‘no fault on the part of the Cubans, but 


is the result of the desperately cruel 
treatment they have received under 
methods of government entirely differ- 
ent. They are accustomed to the high 
and heavy hand, and the total absence 
of it is sure to lead to manifestations 
which will be misinterpreted and resent- 
ed by the Americans. And then?— 

Let us hope that something will hap- 
pen to avert the horrors that are now 
going forward in the Philippines. Though 
these horrors have beén made necessary 
by events, yet they could have been 
averted if the administration had dis- 
closed its plans and projects, and if pains 
had been taken to measure the inten- 


tions of the natives by the object les- 


s0ns in government of which they have 
been the victims for centuries. 
Meantime, there is the situation in 
Havana to be dealt with. It»may not 
be serious, but it has its serious features. 
There is the Cuban assembly, and then 
there is the Cuban army-composed of a 
body of men whose numerical strength 


is unknown to the Americans. 
The Cubans themselves are with Go- 


mez, but the Cubans whom the Ameri- 
cans have elevated to office and the as- 
sembly which Gomez created are oOp- 
posed to him. What is to be the end 
of it all? Only time will show.

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CONVICT CAMPS 
UNDER OLD GUARDS 


Transfer ef Prisoners from @ne Camp to 
Another Began. 


NO OFFICIALS APPOINTED 


Several Camp Wardens Are To Be 
Named Monday Morning. 


NO TROUBLE ARISES FROM TRANSFERS 


A Number of Prisoners Were Moved 
Yesterday, but Main Body Will 
Bo Transferred Monday. 


The transfer of convicts under the new 
lease system, which came in “force by 
legislative enactment yesterday morning, 
was begun in nearly all the camps in the 
state and by night sevéral detachments of 
prisoners had been conveyed from one 
camp to another. 

Thé transfers accomplished yesterday, 
however, were between camps only a short 
distance from each other, and as goon as 
the movement of men had been accomp- 
Jished satisfactorily the camp captains nv- 
tifled the prison commissioners by wiré6. 

With sixteen new contractors for the 
the state will have 
‘to provide for thé care of twenty-one 
camps, which necessitates the appointment 
of twenty-one deputy wardens and an equal 
number of cOnvict camp physicians. 

These appointments the commission has 
considered wise not to make until the 
transfer of ail the prisoners has been 
made, so that’ no trouble would arise. in 
the moving of the men in case inexpe- 
rienced hands were placed in charge. 

General C. A. Evans, of the commission, 
Stated yesterday. that up to the present 
time the board hed divoted its entire at- 
tention to assignment of the convicts to 
the different camps and had left the ap- 
pointments of camp captains and physi- 
clans until everything connected with the 
transfer had been finished. 

The board was in almost continuous 6es- 
sion yesterday and adjourned yesterday 
evening to meet again at the office of 
the commission Monday morning. The first 
thing taken up at the Monday session will 
probably be the consideration of names for 
deputy wardens and physicians, and only 
these camps willl be permanently organized 
Where the transfer of prisoners has been 
accomplished, 

It has*“been feared by the commission 
that in case the old guards were displaced 
before the transfer was made that some 
of them who were left out would become 
lax in their control over the men and per- 
mit a number of the men to make good 
their escapes. 

Transfer Finished Tomorrow. 

Qulet will reign in the convict camps to- 
day, and it is the hope of the commissionérs 
that the last batch of prisoners to be sent 
from’ one camp to another will be moved 
before tomorrow night. 

The women and children divided among 
the various camps at present will remain 
where they are until Apri] 10th. Owing to 
the delay in the compietion of the prison 
farm buildings, at Milledgeville, the in- 
firm, together with the women and chil- 
dren, cannot be moved to the farm, and 
for ten days they will be under the care of 
the old guarcs until the buildings have been 
placed in readiness for them. 

In a number of cuses, the new contrac- 
tors have agreed t9 take the same convicts 
that Were in their possession formerly at 
the new rata of $14 per Sead a month, and 
in such cases no transfers will ba made, 
and the only change to take place wil] be 
appointment in the near future of guards 
and physicians to be in the employ of the 
state, ¥ 

In the case of W. H. Maddox, of Elbert: 
county, who under the old leage employed 
all the women convicts in the state except 
a few detallied at each camp to do light 
work, the commission has exchanged him 
an equal number of men for the women, 
who,.under the new law, are required to be 
kept on the pr'son farm. 

It is expected that by the middle of next 
week, at the latest, the vanlous camps will 
be thoroughly organized and the new con- 
vict system fairly started on its five year 
lease.

The Moody & Brewster Litigation Will 
Soon Be Erded. 


MONEY IS PLACED IN BANKS 


A. H. Cox, the Auditor, Announces 
That He Will Begin Monday. 


CREDITORS AND ATTORNEYS TO MEET 


Will Discuss the Best Method of Pro- 
ceeding To Audit the Affairs 
of the Firm. 


In accomiance with instructions from the 
court, Receiver Hirsch, of the Moody & 
Brewster firm, which failed nearly a year 
ago, has received bids for rates of interest 
to be paid by the different banks in the 
city, and the court has directed that the 
money which the receiver has, amounting 
to about $30,000, be deposited in the Lowry 
Banking Company and the Capital City 
bank. 

Mr. Hirsch received bids from a number 
of banks, but those of the two banks 
named being the most desirable, it was di- 
rected that the funds be deposited in them. 
The rate secured was 5 5-8 per cent. 

The taxes for the assets of the defunct 
company were ordered to be paid to the 
city in bulk, so that the benefit of the dls- 
count might be obtained. The money is 
not to be checked out until further order 
of the court. 

The money which will be deposited is only 
a& part of that which has been collected 
by Receiver Hirsch. About $30,000 has been 
distributed to the creditors and paid in 
current expenses. The order of the court 
passed yesterday. is as follows: 

*“Motion by complainant's counsel having 
been made in open court on the 25th of 


~ March, 1899, that the receiver in the above 


Stated case be directed to ascertain what 
rate of. interest could be procured from the 
several banks in the city of Atjanta for 
the moneys held by said receiver; the re- 
ceiver having at the same time asked per- 
mission to pay the taxes due 
Atlanta.for 1899 before April 15, 1899, in or- 
der to obtain the benefit of the discount 
allowed for such early payment; the court 
having directed the receiver to, make in- 
quiries as to the obtaining of interest on 
his deposits and make report thereon this 
day and the consideration of both said 
matters and passage of such appropriate 
order with reference thereto having been 
passed to this day, after hearing the report 
of the reeeiver, considering the interest 
bids made to him and hearing suggestions 
apd arguments of ceunsel. It is ordered 
frat the receiver accept the bids of the 
Gapital City bank and the Lowry Banking 
Company of Atlanta at 5 0-3 per cent per 
annum; that he divide the funds on hand 
equally between these banks, said banks 
agreeing to pay said rate of interest on all 
of the amount réspectively deposited with 
them during! the time actually on deposit 
at suid rate except upon the sum of $1,000 
in each bank. which is held subject to 
check by the receiver for current expenses— 
the remainder of the fund so deposiied 
net to be checked out by said receiver until 
further order of the court. It is further 
ordered that the receiver -pay the taxes 
due the city of Atlanta for 1899 by him 
as receiver before entering into the above 
arrangement with said banks.’ 

Albert H. Cox, who was recently appoint- 
ed auditor of the.concern, stated yesterday 
morning that he would begin to adjust the 
affairs at once. He said he would hold a 
meeting tomorrow afternoon at 3:30 o'clock, 
when he desired all the attorneys tn the 
case and the creditors to be present to dis- 
cuss the best method to be used in tne 
settlement of the affairs of the concern. 

There are a great number of parties in- 
terested in the litigation and the auditing 
of the affairs which Colonel Cox will under- 
take is of great-importance to them.

Cuban women regard their fans with that 
same appreciation that the aristocratic wo- 
men of other countries do their jewels or 
their family paintings, and many that I 
saw on 6ale in ,the Cuban curio shops 
were works of art that any wdman would 
delight in. , V 

Many of these, from a standpoint of 
beauty, were well worth the price asked for 
them, but. the American woman who pays 
more for another fan on account of its 
historic value has been cheated to the ex- 
tent of the amount she paid for the “his- 
toric” part. ; 

The curio shops are picturesque little 
places to visit, whether one makes pur- 
chases or not, and the odor of the sandal 
wood fans tempts one to purchase them 
more than does their beauty. 

They are artistic creations the size of the 
stylish empire fans, and are about the 
only’ valuable souvenirs that one can find 
in the city. 

They are, consequently, enormously high 
priced, the cheapest being about 4.50 or $5. 

One does not have to ask where these 
fans can ba found, for going along the 
very narrow streets, in passing a shop 
where they are sold, the fragrant odor of 
the wood can be at once detected. 

It seemed so absurd and senseless that 
the’ streets in the city should be so very 
narrow, when in that chHmate, as all the 
world knows, every idea should be in the 
direction of space and air and light. I felt 
stupid when a loquacious shopkeeper, hear- 
ing my oOhservation, told me it was a great 
advantage in that climate to have the 


streets narrow, for in very hot weather 


awnings were stretched across the streets 
from one building to another, and-the heat 
and sun thus Kept out.

From the earliest times Easter has been 
styled appropriately “the Queen of Fes- 
tivals.””.: The primitive Christians, on ac- 
count of their intimate connection with the 
lisbrew church, naturally adopted some 
of the Hebrew customs, with certain modi- 
fications: and accordingly instituted the 
observance of Easter in Meu of that of 
the Passover. The Passover commemo- 
rated the remote time when the children 


of Isras] were delivered from the last of. 


the great Egyptian plagues by sprinkling 
blood upon their door posts and lIintels, 
and the substitution of the observance of 
Easter in lieu of that of the Passover was 
inappropriate since Christ, who was the 
world’s deliverer from sin, suffered death 
and rose from the grave during the week 
when the celebration of the Passover was 
in progress. 

For many years there existed long and 
bitter controversy between Gentile and 
Jewish Christians as to the time when 
Paster should begin. Christians of Jewish 
origin insisted that Lent should terminate 
at the same time as the Paschal fast of 
the Jews, to which it was analogous, on the 
fourteenth the moon, and that 
Easter should immediately follow, without 
regard to the day of the weck.

iy reason of their observance of the four- 
teenth day of the moon, 
were derisively styled “‘Quartodecingini,” 
or fourteen-day men, by the latter, who 
also stigmatized them as heretics. These 
differencés were gradually harmonized by 
the church at Rome, but evwen at the coun- 
cil of Nicaea, A. D. 395, the Syrians and 
Antioahenes still declared themselves in 
favor of the Jewish usage. To settle this 
controversy Emperor Constantine called 
together his celebrated council, which 
agreed that ‘“‘Easter shall herafter be 
kept on one and the same day throughout 
the world and none shal] hereafter follow 
the blindness of the Jews.”” Thus the 
Quartodecimani or fourteen-day usage was 
done away with, but, though Easter was 
now universally Kept on .Sunday, no cycle 
by which the date of the festival was fo 
be calcujated had been agreed upon, and 
hence there were wide discrepancies be- 
tween the times at which Easter was cele- 
prittea in various places. The Church at 
Rome established the rule that Easter 
should be the first Sunday after the four- 
teenth day of the calendar moon, which 
happens on or next after March 2lst. The 
fourth council] of Orleans, A. Dd. b41, or- 
dained that Easter should be kept at the 
same time by all agcording to that rule, 
which was finally established in England 
by Archbishop Th: odore in A. D. 669. More 
than nine hundred years later another dis- 
crepancy in the observance of Easter arose 
between the Roman and English churches, 
through the refusak of the latter, in 1582, 
to adopt the Gregorian calendar, but this 
difference was reconciled in 1752 when the 
“new style’ was adopted throughout the 
United Kingdom, The old Roman rule 
for calculating Easter continues to be ob- 
served throughout the Christian world, and 
our Lord's resurrection is universally cel- 
«brated on the first Sunday after the four- 
teenth day of the calendar moon, which 
happens on or next after March 2lst, the 
vernal: equinox, thus allowing it to occur 
as early as March 22d, or as late as April 
2oth. & 

The name of Easter, like those of the 
days of the week, is a survival of the old 
Teutonic mythology. To the Germans it 
was known as Ostern, and to the Anglo- 
saxons as Easter or Eostra, derived from 
Hostre or Ostara, the -Wglo-Saxon goddess 
of spring, to whom the fourth month, an- 
swering to our April, thence called Eostur 
month, was dedicated. The name of this 
goddess comes from the Saxon Oster, to 
rise. 

Easter customs, sports and superstitions 
afford a wide field of interest. While many 
of.them have existed almost from the first 
celebration of this festiva] and are found 
among Christians of all nationalities, there 
are others which are peculiar to peoples 
and places. The oldest and most universal 
of all Easter customs are those associated 
-with eggs. Hundreds of years before 
Christ, eges held an important place in the 
theology and philosophy of the Egyptians, 
Persians,’ Gauls, Greeks, and Romans, 
among all of whom an egg. was the em- 
biem of the universe, and the art of color- 
ing it was profoundly studied. The sight 
of street boys striking their rival eggs to- 
gether to see which is the stronger and 
can win the other was common in the 
streets of Rome and Athens two thousand 
years ago, if we are to believe antiqua- 
rians, as ftis in any of our Americe®n cities 
at the present day. These eggs, now called 
Kiaster eggs, were originally Known as 
Pasche «ggs, corrupted to Paste eggs, be- 
-ause connected with the Paschal or Pass- 
over feast. One reason for associating an 
egg with the day on which our Savior 
arose .from the dead may be that the 
little chick, entombed, so to speak, in the 
egg and rising from it into life, was re- 
garded as typical of an ascension from the 
grave: 

In the north of England it is customary 
to exchange presents of Kaster eggs among 
the children of families who are on inti- 
mate terms, a custom which also prevails 
largely among the ancients and to which 
the sending of Easter cards and otter 
offerings, which has become so popular 
of late years in our own country, may be 
traced. (The extent to which the latter 
practice has increased of late is almost 
incredible, and offerings grow more 
elaborate, and expensive every year Also 
{t is customary in Engiand’s northern

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EASTER IN RUSSIA. 


How the Season Is Observed by the 
Subjects of the Czar. 


Religion and mirth blend most pictur- 
esquely in the Easter celebration in Russia. 
The appearance of the streets in- every 
city and village betokens the advent of 
Christmas rather than of Easter, and the 
ocexusion is one of profound national a- 
terest.. One of the most unique Easter 
customs of Russia is the one of. breaking 
eves, in whith the priest officiates in the 
presence of numbers of spectators. Some 
high dignitary, surrounded by women and 
men bearing candles, generally holds the 
ere, After him come others less noted in 
the community and the breaking goes on 
while the incense fills the air and the 
Easter chant resounds through aisles and 
corridor. 

Once in three years at Easter time, the 


important ceremony known as making the 
holy chrism takes place at Moscow or Kief. 
The chrism oil is used in baptism, extreme 
unction and the coronation of a metropol- 
itan or the ezar. The oil is called ‘‘myro.” 
“On Monday morning the metropolitan goes 
to the sacristy of the patriarcns, lights a 
fire, and pours inte a caidron a gallon of 
the myro, reading meanwhile the gospel 
of the day. The oil is kept boiling for 
three days and nights, monks attending in 
relays and stirring the contents of the 
caldron with silver ladles. Olive oil mix- 
ed with white wine of Lisbon and perfumes 
1ake up the mixture. The final ceremony 
takes place when the mixture is put into 
two silver receptacies upon a_ porcelain 
stove and «stirred by six deacons in vest- 
ments of silver and black. 

The Empress Catherine II gave to the 
church a silver vase, which is still used 
as the final receptacie into which the oil is 
poured, with a benediction. “The people at- 
tend in thousands, as they are permitted, 
and dip bits of cotton into the holy mix- 
ture. On the afternoon of Thursday the 
vases are carried in a procession to the 
cathedral, where its metropolitan says 
1ass. 


The great bell in the Kremlin is heard 


only on Good Friday, and when a czar or. 
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metropolitan dies, It announces a solemn 
ceremony On the great day of Christian 
mourning. The church is dimly lighted, 
while a jhigh ecclesiastic reads the prayers. 
The people solemnly respond. In the mid- 
die of the nave stands the platform upon 
which all the czars have crowned them- 
selves for centuries. A painted figure 
representing the body of Christ is carried 
round the cathedral and deposited in a 
tomb. >The ‘tears’ are read, and the peo- 
ple respond. 

The great feature of Eastertide, however, 
among the adherents of the Greek church, 
is the alleged miracle of the ‘holy fire at 
Jerusalem. Up to the beginning of the 


sixteenth century the Latins took part in 
this ceremony; but since that time it has 
been conducted by the priests of the Greck 
church alone. The Greek sectaries main- 
tain that the “miracle” dates back to apos- 
tolic days. It Was referred to by Bernard, 
the monk, as early as the ninth century. 
On the great day Armentans, Nestorians, 
Copts and Abyssinians contend with the 
Greeks and Latins in efforts to be among

ROUNDING UP OF LOGS. 


The Work of Felling a Big Stick Is 
Performed Artistically. 
From The Philadelphia Record. 

The white pine industry thrives greatest 
in the northwestern parts of the states of 
Wisconsin, Minnesota and Michigan. The 
logging operations in these forests are con- 
ducted principally in the winter season, be- 
ginning early in November and continuing 
until about the end of March. For the 
housing of the men, horses and oxen suit- 
able camps or shanties are provided, gen- 
erally wuilt. of logs and situated within 
convenient reach of the densest part of the 
timber to be cut. An average set of camps 
will house from thirty to seventy-five men, 
who are under the charge of the foreman 
of the camp. 

In felling the trees the men work in pairs, 
two to each tree. They use both the ax 
and the déuble-handed saw. The fall of

“side-mark” each log with an individual 


mark, usually called the water mark, in 
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addition to cutting a narrow path througn 
the brush for the fallen timber to ,the* 
nearest logging road. Close upon he 
Tellers come also the cross-cut sawyers, 
who cut the trunk into logs of convenient 
length with a double-handed saw. *# skid- 
ding team then follows and. drags the logs 
to the nearest skidway on the logging 
foad. The skidway is generally situated 
at the side of a slight natural rise to enable 
the skidding teams to deposit their logs 
more easily from above. The loading of 
the sleighs is then proceeded with, and this 
is accomplished by the aid of two men ‘with 
a pair of horses, chains and “suitable 
tackle. From 40 to 175 logs, depending 
on the size, constitute a load, sometimes 
weighing as much as 100 tons, for one of 
these immense sleighs, upon which the 
logs are hauled to the ‘banking grounds’’

THE NEW EDIFICE. 

The new edifice in which the dedicatory 
services will take place today has been pro- 
nounced by capable critics one of the most 
faultless of architecture in the 
city, and although distinguishéd in its 
Simplicity, it {s none the less an excellent 
example of the renaissance, that style b®- 
ing carried in theinterior as well as 
exterior proportions, arrangements and 
decorations. At a glance the edifice appears 
to be of white stone, while the superior

THE ORIGIN OF CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 
IN ATLANTA. 


The little chapel in Fitzgerald, Ga., which 
was established* by Christian Scientists 
some years ago is recognized by Mrs. Eddy 
as the first church of their faith in the 
south, 

The fact that this small settlement should 
have been the first to erect their little 
church,is to be attributed to -its being an 
example of colonization, where the inhab- 
itants coming from other parts did not have 
to overcome the prejudice of established 
traditions, But as the litfle chapel was 
built to accommodate disciples of the new 
faith from the north and east,. it. can 
scarcely be called as Strictly the medium 
for the establishment of Christian Science 
in the south as the church which will Le 
dedicated im Atlanta today, and which was 
founded by a southern woman in an at- 
mosphere of the strongest prejudices. 

The seeds of Christian Science were first 
planted in Atlanta twelve years ago by 
Miss Julia Bartlett, of Boston, one of Mrs. 
Eddy’s loyal and devoted students. Among 
the persons Who were healed after years 
of ill health was Mrs, Livingston Mims, 
who became so imbued with what she ac- 
cepted as the beauty and spiritualitv of 
Christian Science and go convinced of its 
logic as the only truth, ‘that she gave her- 
self up at once to the study of the science 
and gathered about her all those who like 
herself were moved to investigate farther 
the teachings of Mrs. Eddy. 

Ten. years ago the first Christian Science 
Sunday school class was organized in Mrs. 
Mims's parlors, and the first cases of heal- 
ing were demonstrated that vear. 

in less than a year’s time the number 
of Christian Secientist&S had increased 
that it was found necessary to procure a 
meeting place more udequate to the size 
the congregation, when rooms in the 
Grand were procured. From time to time 
the here were enlarged, the con- 
gregation growing in numbers and enthus- 
iasm each day, The new religion was 
tucked by pulpit and press and openly ex- 
pressed opposition accompanied every step 
mude by the scientists in the direction of 
thei new church. When its necessity was 
fully appreciated the members quietly set 
to work to accumulate the required fund, 
and over $20,000 fas come into the church 
treasury in the last few years. 

rf the members of the congregation few 
of them are Wealthy people, but they have 
ull given with a spirit and generosity indi- 
cative of their great earnestness and their 
desire to bulld a chureh that should for 
ail time be a monument to the first con- 
gregation of Christian Scientists in this 
Section of the country as well as being a 
medium, as they hope, for the more general 
dissemination of the pringiples of that re- 
ligion.

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CHEWING OFF FLESH 
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How To Cure Obesity Without a 
Change of Diet. 


Not long ago a New York of wealth 
and ieisure who had tried various obesity 
cures without benefit, hunted out six fat 
and lazy tramps and used them as subjects 
for “iis experiments in curing obesity by 
thorough mastication of the food. The re- 
sults were so satisfactory that after a few 
weeks he discharged the tramps and be- 
gan taking the treatment himself. 

His usual diet was not modified. in any 
way. While treating himself for excessive 
flesh, he-.continued to eorncakes and 
cream for breakfast, plenty of potatoes and 
other starchy at lunch and dinner, 
and to drink beer he wanted. At 
the end twelve weeks he had reduced 
his weight fifty pounds. 

The treatment is simple in the extreme. 
Everything taken into the mouth is masti- 
cated till it slides down the throat without 
the voluntary action of the person erting. 
Nothing is forcibly swallowed. This may 
seem impossible at the first thought, but 
a single trial] will convince anyone of its 
practicability. 

Not only solid food is chewed in this way, 
but liquids of all kinds, tea, coffee, milk, 
beer, etc. When suffering from excessive 
thirst one might naturally object to chew- 
ing beer but the pleasure of drinking tea, 
coffee, milk, etc., is not at all lessened in 
that: way. 

from the standpoint of economy this new 
method of eating is very satisfactory, be- 
cause in following it one cannot take more 
than half the amount ef food consumed in 
the ordinary-way. When the food is thor- 
oughly masticated, hunger is soon satisfied: 
and’ physicians have said for a long time 
that people eat very much more food than 
is necessary to keep them in health and 
strength. 

The most remarkable thing about this 
obesity treatment is that it has exactly 
the opposite effect on very slender people. 
A friend of the original investigator, who 
was so thin that sheewas unable to wear a 
low necked gown, adopted the method as a 
last resort in her effort to acquire flesh. The 
result was that she gained ten pounds in 
a few weeks, and she is still continuing the 
treatment. | 

The man who discovered this simple. and 
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interesting remedy says that it will cure 
dyspepsia and rheumatism, and that it has 
a@ very marked effect on diabetes and kid- 
ney trouble. As the seemed to be a perfectly 
disinterested investigator with no ax to 
grind in exploiting his discovery, I went to 
a well-known medical scientist and sub- 
mitted the facts to him, at the same time 
asking his opinion in regard to their value. 

“There is no doubt,’’ he said, “‘that the 
prolonged mastication of the food will 
greatly relieve dyspepsia, and the exper- 
iments in the reduction-of flesh by that 
method are interesting in the extreme. 

“It is a well-known fact among physiolo- 
gists that food-is not only separated in the 
mouth, but that by proper mastication cer- 
tain of its component parts may be partial- 
ly digested or transformed through the 
action of the saliva. 

“Of the continued’ motion of the 
jaws in mastication greatly stimulates the 
secretion of saliva. The more abundant the 
secretion the more alkaline it is, and there- 
fore the more pronounced is: its action on 
food. In dyspeptics, for instance, the flow 
of saliva is generally scanty and often 
acid, but by Keeping the food in th 
mecuth for a long time and constantly in 
motion the glands are stimulated and the 
secretions become more plentiful, and there- 
fore more alkaline. This is one of the physi- 


course 


ological reasons why prolonged mastication . 


relieves the victim of dyspepsia, for the 
stomach and intestines ape thereby given 
less work to do. When, on the other hand, 
the food is hastily swallowed, without being 
properly masticated, it: has to be finally 
separated after it is received in the stom- 
ach, which is not an organ intended for 
that kind of work. 

“The smaller quantity of food taken by 
the experimenter in prolonged mastication 
mav have had something to do with his 
Ic iiietion in weight, though the action of 
ealiva on all sugars and starches is such as 
to convert them into dextrin, dextrose, mal- 
tose, ete.; all forms of sugar, each of these 
carbohydrates being acted upon differently 
by the digestive juices, some of them un- 
dergoing fermentation. For that reason I 
would hesitate to dispute the statement 
that prolonged mastication may be benefi- 
cial in cases of diabetes, which is a disease 
characterized by an excess of dextrose in 
the various fluids ang tissues of the body. 
The claim is certainly worthy of further 
investigation. 

“The subject of diet while taking the mas- 
tication treatment raises several interesting 
questions. While the gentleman who tried 
the experiments claims that he made no 
change in his diet, there are, nevertheless, 
certain kinds of food which are affected 
but little by the action of the saliva. Fats, 
for instance, are not affected by the saliva, 
but after being. emulsified in .the intestines, 
pass with comparatively little change from 
the alimentary canal into the blood cur- 
rent. Therefore it would seem well when 
trying to reduce the flesh py this method 
to avoid fatty substances, which are not 
changed by mastification. 

“Saliv@ has also no action on albumens, 
which are dissolved by the acids of the 
stomach. As albumens are one of the two 
sources Of manvfactured fat, and as they 
are not acted.upon by saliva, the person 
wishing to get rid of surplus flesh by pro- 
longed mastication would do well to avyold 
them. 

‘Starch, the other source of manufactur- 
ed fat, which is generally banished from 
the diet of fleshy p@ople, may probably be 
safely eaten by the person practicing pro- 
longed mastication, on account of the ac- 
tion which the saliva has on all forms of 
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starch. This ‘statement, of course, only 
holds good in those cases where the food is 
masticated for a long time; til] involun- 
tary swallowing takes place} 

“This discussion of the value of proper 
mastication reminds me of what the fa- 
mous Dr. Pepper, provost of the University 
of Pennsylvania and professor of the prin- 
ciples and practice of medicine in the medi- 
Cal department, used to tell his students. 
At tflat time there was a good deal of argu- 
ment in regard to the value of milk, diet 
as a cure for certain forms of kidney 
trouble. Dr, Pepper told the medica] stu- 
dents that in prescribing milk diet, they 
must always give directions that the milk 
should be thoroughly chewed, as the saliva 
possesses properties very necessary in the 
proper digestion of milk. 

"On the whole, the idea of chewing the 
food as long*as possible is a very good one, 
and those who ¢arefully follow the method 
will probably find that it accomplishes all 
the results which the enthusiastic experi- 
menter claims for it.’’

‘‘There are two Kasters in my life,’ said 
Mrs. Ballington Booth, the ‘‘Little Mother” 
of the state convicts, ‘“‘which stand out 
with the brillianey of the stars on a moon- 
less night. ,The first was spent in Clinton, 
a state prison at Dannemora, N. Y. It 
was an ideal festival, such a day as I be- 
lieve Was made forever holy by the first 
resurrection, 

“We started at 10 o'clock for the chapel, 
and when we entered, found it packed and 
crowded to its utmost capacity. 
planks had been placed across the 
to form impromptu seats and every place 
was filled. The platform at the rear of the 
room was a mass of flowers. The stand- 
ard of the Volunteers’ Prison League was 
draped against one side of the wall, while 
on the other was the stars and stripes. All 
the work of ‘my boys,’ and you have no 
idea how beautiful it was. 

Then followed the usual service, or 
rather,<I should say, the most unusual ser- 
vice, for never before had I met an au- 
dience like that one. There were no sul- 
len expressions, no faces of scoffers among 
those who I looked down upon. They all 
wore the prison stripes, and m&ny -looked 
as th®ugh the waters of the earth had 
rolled over them. But it had left them 
hope, and that hope made their faces ra- 
diant.. As I arose to sing, my little daugh- 
ter, who sat with the warden’s. family in 
the audience and who was making her 
first visit to a prison, quietly slipped on the 
platform. She clung so tightly to my skirts 
that I finally lifted and placed her on the 
desk at my side. When I had given out 
‘You've Carried Your Burden,’ I asked her 
if ‘she would not sing a verse of it for the 
boys.. Much to my surprise, she imme- 
diately began, and sang a verse through 
without a break. 

“I shall never forget that scene. The 
childish voice rang out sweet and clear, 
and so distinctly that every word was 
heard. The little figure in white, with her 
golden curls about her face, smilingly sang 
her message, and tears streamed down the 
faces of the men as the baby voice re- 
peated, ‘O bring it to Jesus, He’s loving 
and strong.’ I believe more than one lone- 
ly, aching heart, who perhaps for many 
years had not heard a childish voice, was 
lightened that Baster day, and found for 
the first time the great burden bearer.

Bed Chamber and Saluted With the Royal Kiss. 
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An old school friend of. Lady Curzon, 
who reminisced about her the other day, 
states that every one of little Mary Leiter's 


_playmates recognized even then that the 


pretty Chicago girl was destined for a bril- 
liant ‘career. 

“Tt was not so much because the Leiters 
were wealthy and their daughter a deli- 


clously beautiful creature,’’ said this ex- 
schoolmate of Lady Curzon, “but chiefly 
because, when she wore her hair in a piz- 
12:1 and her skirts at her shoetops, Marv 
proved her gifts as 2 society dipiomat. 
She had a gay, caressing, persuasive, yet 
perfectly dignified, way with her that 
quite enchanted all those on whom she 
cared to exercise her charm. As early as 
thirteen years she had: definite ambitions, 
and if anybody wonders that the wife of 
the vicerene knows how to bear herself so 
irreproachably under her almost regal hon- 
ors in India, ths mystery is explained when 
I assure you she was literally trained for 
society by a iady of royal birth.

I was present at the 
doctors, held last April 
Professor von Ziempfen and Dr. Herman 
Rieder, of Munich, exhibited an apparatus 
for producing Roentgen rays ihat had been 
used in a series of remarkable expé@riments. 
These experiments have been conducted at 
the Hygienisches Institute at Munich. Dur- 
ing eight days in Munich I had the honor 
of spending many hours with Dr. Rieder in 
the bacteriological laboratory, where his 
discoveries have been made. 

A feature of this is the breeding oven 
where bacteria are developed in swarming 
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Curing Cancer by the Be of Roentgen’s X-Rays. 
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millions. Dr. Rieder has been for months 
past subjecting all these to Roentgen rays 
from an apparatus like the one at the 
Wiésbaden congress. Then he waited to 
see What would happen. 

“How do you expose the bacteria to the 
rays?’ I asked. 

“I spread a thin layer on the bottom of 
glass saucers—we call them 
Then I place the bowl, prop- 
erly covered, under the tube, about ten 
centimeters from the anti-cathode source. 
l continue the exposure from half an hour 
to three hours. Then I make a test to see 
if the bacteria are dead.” 

“How do you determine that?’ 

“I place some of the exposed bacteria in

“No, because the bacteria of consumption 
cannot be bred in agar; but I know from 
other tests that the Roentgen rays will 
destroy the bacteria of consumption.” 

“Do you think, then, that the bacteria of 
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all diseases can be destroyed by exposing 
them to Roentgen rays?” 

‘I do, if the exposure is made properly. 
I think these little plates prove it.” 

Dr. Rieder then shéwed me a number of 
plates that had been spread with bacteria 
culture, then placed under lead covers, in 
which squares or circles of letters had 
been cut. When exposed the lead stops the 
Roentgen rays, which reach only the por- 
tions beneath the openings. Examination 
showed that all, or nearly all, the clusters 
of bacteria had disappeared, where the 
rays had fallen, while the bacteria colonies 
over the rest of the plate remained undis- 
turbed. 

Looking at these plates carefully, I called 
doctor’s attention to the fact that 
there still remained a few bacteria where 
the rays had fallen. 

“True!” he said. ‘‘But these would dis- 
appear with longer exposure. I am not 
sorry to have a few left, since their pres- 
ence proves it is not from any chemical 
action of the rays on the agar that the 
bacteria have died. So long as any remain 
alive theyg thrive as uSual on the agar; 
when they die it is the Ro®ntgen rays pure- 
ly and simply that destroy them. Another 
thing—it is not necessary, we may suppose, 
to destroy all the bacteria in a human 
body. Destroying the greater part is prob- 
ably sufficient to elve mastery to the 
forces of vitality, and restore the patient’s 
health.’”’ 

“Then you think the Roentgen 
be used practically against 
human beings?’

“If they kill bacteria in a laboratory cul- 
ture, as they certainly do,. why is it not 
likely that they will kill bacteria in a living 
body? We feel encouraged by our experi- 
ments to try the Roentgen rays upon 
animals and upon patients.” 

“Have you begun’such trials yet?’’ 

“We have, but only recently, so the re- 
sults are not yet conclusive.

upon certain skin diseases in the 
and upon guinea pigs inoculated 
with the bacteria of tuberculosis.”’ 

Later I watched the treatment of a guinea 
It was tied down upon its back, and 
inoculated in the groin. Then a large tube 
with double globes was placed about it, a 
few inches from the point of inoculation, 
ang left there half an hour. 

“Do you think this pig will develop con- 
sumption?’ I asked. 

“No,” said the doctor. “I belleve the 
bacteria will be killed by the rays. Expert- 
ments in France showed that of a given 
lot of guinea pigs inoculated with con- 
sumption germs, those that were afterward 
exposed to the Roentgen rays remained 
healthy, while those not so exposed sick- 
ened ang died. Our experiments, I am con- 
fident, will have the same result.” 

“How about the skin diseases 
hospital?’ 

“They are improving, but it is too soon 
to say how much the rays have to do with 
their improvement.”

cess in their daily practice. As Dr. Schiff 
was kind enough to receive me on several 
occasions during my stay in Vienna, and 
me with full information about 
his experiments with the Roentgen rays, I 
am abyto put these down in the order 
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‘of their occurrence. 


Two years ago Dr. Schiff's attention was 


‘called to a report in an American newspa- 
, per that a man had become suddenly bald 


after working much with 
rays. Shortly after this there was brought 
to the doctor a little girl four years old 
whose back was covered with a thick 
growth of hair. Her parents_were disturbed 
and urged that something be done to get 
rid of the hair. Recalling the American 
case, Dr. Schiff suggested to this assistant 
that he try the Roentgen: rays So Dr. 
Freund brought the girl to the Photograph- 
ische Versuchsaushalt, where wag the best 
Roentgen ray apparatus in Vienna, and ar- 
ranged to put this patient under the rays 
for a hour or more each day. After a few 
weeks he had the satisfaction to see that 
the child was shedding the hair on her back 
by the handfuls, In the end it all came.-cut, 
und the parents were overjoyed. 

“Did not the hair grow again?’ I asked 
Dr. Schiff. 

“Yes,” he said, “after a few months it 
began to grow again, but a second treat- 
ment with the rays drove it away again. 
In other cases [ have found that after three 
or four treatments, each ‘shorter than the 
one before, the hair never comes back, The 
roots are dead.’ 

In proof he showed me next day a young 
woman whose face had been unpleasantly 
bearded, but Was now as smooth as a wo- 
man’s face need be. She said the treatment 
had been painless. She had simply sat for 
fifteen or twenty minutes each day with 
the Roentgen ray tube near her face. After 
six or eight applications the hairs beran to 
wash out. In less than twenty they were 
quite gone. 

‘Only she will have to come back again 
every few months until the cure is perma- 
nent,’’ said the doctor. 


“Then the Fig n rays will absolutely 
destroy any : ie 
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‘‘Absolutely, if used as I have told you.” 

“And men like priests and actors might 
use the Roentgen rays and be free from the 
need of shaving?’ 

The doctor smiled. ‘‘Yes,’’ he said. ‘I had 
never thought of that, but I suppose they 
might.”’ 

These experiments in epilation, interest- 
ing in themselves, have led Dr. Schiff into 
his most important and successfu] use of 
the rays. I mean for the cure of ‘upus, @ 
dreadful malady which oftenest attacks the 
face, making it thideous with deep-eating 
ulcers. The ulcers, it is generally admitted, 


' are caused by the same bacteria that cause 


consumption. Still, at first Dr. Schiff did not 
expect to destroy the bacteria by the use of 
the rays, but to cause a deep local 11.flam- 
mation that would react against tne germs. 


The first lupus case treated was a gir] of, 


fourteen, who had deep ulcerations in both 
the upper and lower sides of the right arm. 
She sat under the rays properly focused 
from fifteen to thirty minutes a sitting dur- 
ing a period of two months. In that time 
the upper side healed entirely, the under 
gide not at all, the reason being that the 


‘ rays were applied to the upper side and the 


bone prevented them from penetraéing to 
the under side. Do. Schiff had purposely ar- 
ranged for such a result, meaning to show 
the girl before the Medical Society of Vien- 
na, before curing her thoroughly. 

The second case, a lad of ditteen, suffering 
from lupus under the chin, was cured en- 
tirely by the same treatment in about six 
weeks, The third case, a young Man 
twenty with deep ulcerations over his neck 
and left cheek, was also cured entirely by 
the same means. Summing up, Dr. Schiff 
“TI regard it as demonstrated that 
of lupus may be cured by ap- 
plications of the Roentgen rays. Caution 
ig necessary; twenty minutes’ exposure 
every two days is usually sufficient, and I 
find an induction coil giving a spark thirty 
centimers long quite strong enough.” 

“Do you believe that consumption of the 
lungs is caused by the same bacteria that 
cause lupus?’ 

“That is the general opinion of bacteriolo- 
gists.’’ 

‘Then is it not likely that the Roentgen 
rays may kil] these bacteria in the lungs 


the disease 


just as they kill them on the surface?” 


“It fs hard to say; there are two diffi- 
culties in treating consumption with the 
Roentgen. rays, first the obstruction of the 
ribs, second the danger of inflammation.” 

‘Have you succeeded in using the rays 
without danger of inflammation?’ 

“VYes—But we had some trouble in doing 
so. It is all right if the rays are not used 
freely. As for the obstruction of the 
lungs, I think It possible to get at nearly 
every part of them by moving the tube up 
and down. I am walting hopefully for the 
test.”’ 

In Wiesbaden there is the Physikalisches 


institute, for the treatment of diseases by 
the Roentgen rays. From its director, Dr. 
Jungling, I got an idea of the rapid strides 
to be made by the new treatment as soon 
as doctors generally come to realize its im- 
portance, He has the largest and most 
varied collection of Roentgen tubes exis- 
tent. To understand the details of their

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Construction and application one must be 
a physicist as well as physician. ‘This 
tube,” he said, taking up one shaped like a 
large sausage, “is for the kidneys; that 
little one for abscesses of the brain; the 
horned one for diseases of the abdomen; 
this other for general use in the lungs, and 
this for cancer—"’ 

‘“‘What!?’’ Il .exclaimed, ‘‘do you treat can- 
cer with Roentgen rays?” 

“Why not?’ he said.i “The Roentgen 
rays kill all bacteria in:the body.” 

“Then you ought to be able to cure many 
diseases.”’ 

““All diseases caused by bacteria can be 
cured by the Roentgen rays, if the applica- 
tions are properly made, and the 
can stand the treatment.”’ 

“Are there patients who cannot stand 
the treatment?’ 

“Some are too weak.” 

*“‘And cancer? Youshave actually cured a 
Case of that with the rays?’’ 

“Four cases; one of cancer of the womb, 
three of cancer of the stomach.” 

“What other diseases have you cured?’ 

“Some cases of lupus, several cases of 
consumption of the lungs and several of 
consumption of the throat. You may see a 
patient who came in three weeks ago un- 
able to speak from consumption of the 
throat.’’ 

We went into an adjoining room, whence 
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Came the sparks‘and buzz of an induction 


coll, A man sat in the middle of the floor, 
with his throat bffre. 
Roentgen ray tube was doing its- silent 
work. He spoke to the doctor in a clear 
voice. The treatment, which lasted from 
thirty to forty minutes, the doctor assured 
me was painless. He said also that the 
patient was certain to be cured. His voice 


had come back after the fifth application 


of the rays. ‘I have just dismissed, cured, 
a German engineer who came to me in the 
third stage of consumption,” he said. “His 
life had been despaired of. He had fifty- 
six treatments, sometimes two a day.”

Dr. Emile Pfeiffer, also of Wiesbaden, 
treats rheumatism and kindred complaints 
with the Roentgen rays. “I have had some 
Striking successes,”’ he said, “‘and some 
where there was no effect whatever, 4 
German general sixty-one years old came 
to me for chronic rheumatism. He had 
peen unable to walk for six months, After 
thirty applications 
walk-as usual. Another case still under 
treatment is that of a lady unable to moves 
herself for ten years. She has had thirty 
applications, and can now go about of 
crutches. Other cases have riot been bens 
fited. This has suggested to me that some 
forms of rheumatism may be caused by 
bacteria and ‘others arise from causes 
wholly different.’”’

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OLIVER TWIST IN JAPAN. 


An Organized Schoo] for Training: 
Children How To Beg and Steal 
Successfully. 

A recent traveler in Japan tells of a pe- 
Cullar kind of school carried on in the 
Capital city of those haa Which it is to 
be hoped has not. its duplicate in many 
countries. This is no other than a kind of 
academy where little children who have 
been deserted by their parents, or who are 
friendless orphans are taught begging and 
thieving by chiefs in these  professiens. 
Under five years of age the little waifs are 
rented out at from 2 to 5 cents a day to 
veteran mendicants. for the sake of helping 
to inspire pity; the weak or unfortunate 
are, therefore, specially desirable. 

From five years upward the children do 
their begging by themselves. At the age of 
fourteen or fifteen, under the pretext of 
gathering waste paper and other rubbish, 
they prowl round the courtyards of the 
houses and commence to steal. Their usual 
weapon is a long stick, the end of which is 
steeped in glue, and with which they_are 
very adroit in removing trifles from open 
windows, etc. 

At- sixteen they are taught the art of 
picking pockets with skill and dispatch, 
and from the rank of beggars rise to the 
rank of thieves. Daily lessons are given 
to the young thieves by the chiefs of each 


bal and the apvrenticeship lasts as long 
ax from twelve years of age to nineteen. 
The whole thing has been reduced to a 


regular system; pocket picking and burg- 
lary are carefully taught in every detail, 
specialists having been known to go to 
the large European capitals to study dif- 
ferent methods of abstracting a purse. 
Such a one sometimes has as many as 100 
shrewd pupils at a time under his tutelage. 

The whole thieves’ colony is regarded b- 
a code‘of laws, and these are -administered 
with the utmost severity. The youngest 
thieves keep 10 per cent of their earnings, 
the better class of piekpockets 40 per ccn:, 
and some 6@ per cent, or even 60 per cei! 
The surplus of the profits is invested in the 


teaching of pupils, and employed as the 
ehiefs of the community deem necessary 


for the general well being. The thieves are 
great adepts in disguise, and it is very ad {l- 
cult for the police to catch them  red- 
handed, M.D. 
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Short Distance Telephone. 

A very ‘serviceable telephone, which 
simple in construction, to be used at the 
distance of about two hudnred feet, can 
be made withcut any trouble by any en- 
terprising boy, if the directions are care- 
fully followed. In the house it can take 
the place of speaking tubes, and it ma 
also be connected with the. stable or out- 
house, if not too far distant. 

The following material will be requirea 
to construct the telephone: 

Two hard-wood boards six inches square

and one-half an inch in thickness; four 
strips, one by one by six inches, and a 
good-sized calf-skin drumhead, with 


enough iron wire to stretch as far as you 
want the line. 

Two of the one by one by six inch strips 
should be screwed on one of the six-inch 
square boards and a two and three-quarter 
inch hole cut, as in figure 1. The edge of 
this hole should be beveled on the side op- 
posite the one that has the strips on, You 
should now cut a piece out of the calf- 
skin drumhead, four inches in diameter, 
this should be placed eyenly over the hole, 


on the beveled side, and there held iay, 
place, for stretching, by about six tacks 
driven -partly in. 

A small hole should then be made in the 
center of the calfskin, and having tied a 
good. strong twine to a fhutton, run the 
end of it through the hole and attach a 


ten to fifteen pound weight eto it. The calf- 
skin should then be moistened with water, 
having done this, arrange two saw-horses 
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s0 that they will stand about.four inches 


apart at the top 
them so that the 


and set the frame on 
weight will hang down 
between. Let it stay in this position sev- 
eral hours. The remaining pieces should 
be finished up in the same manner. 

After the calfskin has dried, the tacks 
should be taken out, and having stretched 
it tightly over the hole, tuck it there with 
about a dozen tacks. The frame should 
now be screwed on the wall, or wherever 
you wish to have it. The appearance of 
the frame would be greatly improved, if 
given a good coat of shellac. 


A copper cent will be the next thing to 
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get hold of, two holes should then be made 
in it, one-eighth of an inch apart, just 
large enough for the wire to slip easily 
through, one end of the wire must then be 
put through the hole in the ¢ alfskin, from 
the back,:into one hole in the cent and 
back through the other -hole, where it 
must be firmly soldered. The wire must be 
pulled very tight, in order to give the best 
results.

the up, great care 


must be taken to keep it from coming in 
contact with any other object, otherwise 
the wire cannot conduct the sound prop- 
erly; if there are- any places where the 
wire touches, they should be insulated by 
winding with twine and shellacing. Very 


good insulators can be made bp taking the 
necks of bottles and screwing up wherever 
you wish to string the wire. 

To call any one up, all that is necessary 
is to tap on the cent with a pencil or any- 
thing that comes handy. When talking 
over the ’ph®ne, don’t place your mouth 
too.close, as you might find some difficulty 
in being understood 


An Alcohol Lamp. 

A very substantial little alcohol 
which any number of experiments can 
performed with can be made 

Procure an erdinary mucilage bottle and 
brush,- with tubular tin handle. Then get 
a cork to fit nicely in the bottle, having 
cut the brush hgndle so that yeu’will have 
a tin tube two inches long. Make a hole 
in the cork and put about an inch anda 
quarter of the tube through. (‘The next 
thing will be enough cotton twine twisted 
together to fit nicely.in the tube and just 
enough to touch the bottom the bottle. 

The lamp should then be filled about two- 
thirds full of wood alcohol, and ready 
for This lamp, though not very hand- 
some, is certainly very substantial.

Thomas A. Edison, who has given S80 
many wonders to the world, has solved 
the problem of ‘perpetual motion.’’ In his 
laboratory the other day he laid before 


h's workmen plans for .a machine which, 
once started, will run forever. It is 60 Ob- 
viously simple that one,.is led to wonder 
why the inventor did not think of. it be- 
fore—why, in short, it was not one of the 
inventions of his carly life instead of his 
middle age. 

“I have 


had many plans for perpetual 
mot.on machines submitted to me,” said 
the inventor, “‘but the principle Which in- 
volves an equilibrium of forces seems to 
have been lost. sight of in each one. Many 
of the machines would work for a time, 
but sooner or later the resisting energy 
would equal the potentiality of the ma- 
chine’s energy and then, like a subs ding 
pendulum, the mech@nism ewould sf wly 
stop working.

Shakespeare and Franklin are 
prolific sources of aphorisms, but most of 
the contributions of these distinguished 
thought builders are commonly associated 
with the names of the proper authovs. 

Ih almost every one of the recently pub- 
lished letters which 
Robert Browning and Elizabeth Barrett in 
1M45 and 1846, there are distinct. proofs of 
the fact that the father of Miss Barrett 
was unnecessarily severe in the restraint 
which he imp:s.d vpon his invalid daughter. 
On account of this fraternal treat- 
ment Miss Barrett was not only compelled 
to marry Browning clandestinely in order 
to avoid the opposition of her father, but 
she was also constrained to exchange the 
familiar associations: of England for the 
scenes of Venetian waters. Yet she never 
to regard her father with extreme 
tenderness in spite of the rod of fron with 
which he evidently ruled her, and in dedi- 
cating one of ther poetical volumes to him 
in after years she gratefully speaks of his 
influence upon her life and work. Says the 
gentle author in this connection: 

“When your eyes fall upon this page of 
dedication, and you start to see to whom 
it is inscribed, your first thought will be of 
the time far off when I was a child and 
wrote verses, and when I dedicated them to 
you, who were my public and my critic. Of 
all that such a recollection implies of sad- 
dest and sweetest to both of us, It would 
become neither of us to speak before the 
world; nor would it be possible for us to 
speak of it to one another. with voices that 
did not falter. Enough that what is in my 
heart when I write thus will be fully known 
to yours. 

“And my desire is that you who are a 
witness how if this art of poetry had been 
a less earnest object to me it must 
fallen from exhausted hands before this 
day: that you, who have shared with me in 
things bitter and sweet, softening or cn- 
nanting them every day; that you, who hold 
with me over all sense of loss and tran- 
siency, one hope by one name, may accept 
the inscription of these volumes, the expo- 
nents of a few years of an existence which 
has been sustained and comforted ty you 
as well as given. Somewhat more faint- 
hearted that I used to be, ft is my fancy 
thus to seem to return to u visible personal 
dependence on you, as if, indeed, I were 
a child again; to conjure your beloved im- 
age between myself and the public, so as to 
be sure of one smile, and to satisfy my 
heart while I sanctify my ambition by as- 
soviating with the great pursuit of my life 
its: tenderest and holiest affections.

“The 7th of October, 1899, will mark the 
fiftieth anniversary of the death of Edgar 
A. Poe. His genius and his renown have 
been honored with appropriate recognition 
by graceful memorials erected in the me- 
tropolis of America and at the University 
of Virginia, with which, during the earlier 
days of its history, Poe was for a time 
associated in the relation of student. His 
room upon the lawn is one-oef the sacred 
of the university, and will probably 
be invested with greater sanctity as we re- 
eede farther and farther from the genera- 
tion contemporary with the poet. hn the 
city of his origin and ancestry there is 
nothing graven by art in bronze or stone, 
so far as Iam aware, to recall or perpetu- 
ate Poe’s memory, save the massive and 
cumbrous monument which marks his rest- 
ing place in Westminster churchyard, This 
was. formally dedicated November 17, 1875, 
and the oceasion was one of the most not- 
able of its character’ in the Hterary history 
of our country. Especially worthy of 
abiding ‘interest were the magnificent 
tributes to the unique and phenomenal 
genius of our Maryland poet, emanating 
from Tennyson, Swinburne and other Ssov- 
ereigns of English song, as well as the 
finely touched and discriminating judg- 
ment of masters of artistic form in ro- 
mance-sveaking lands, whose intuitive ap- 
grace and beauty as re- 
vealed in poetic style created at once a 
sympathy and a harmony between them— 
for so subtle js the affinity of Kindred 
Spirits in the ethereal ranges of art— 
“*That thought leaps out to. wed 
thought, 
Ere thought can wed itself with speech.’ 
“May we not hope that the semi-centen- 
nial of our poet’s death will not pass by 
without at least somé organized and co- 
operative endeavor to establish in the city 
with, which he is associated by ancestry 
and by renown an appropriate and artistic 
memorial of original and _ versatile 
That some expression of 
character is requisite from the standpoint 
Of historic accuracy alone is attested by 
the singular circumstance that so eminent 
an auphority as Mr. W. DD. Howells, in an 
article contributed to a current periodical— 
Literature—for September, 1898, speaks of 
Poe as ‘a native of Virginia,’ without the 
apparent suspicion of his error, 
eclipse himself by a su- 
inimitable blunder, refers with 
unquestioning assurance to the exquisite 
lines of a Maryland ‘I fill this cup 
to one made up of ioveliness alone,’ as the 
‘composition of Edward Coate Pinckney, of 
South Carolina.’ There is nothing distine- 
tively American. in the genius. of Poe; 
scarcely a shade of local color, of home as- 
sociation, of native reminiscence in all that 
he has created. His true poetical afflic- 
tion is with. the schoo] of Coleridge and 
Keats. Perhaps the nearest approach toa 
reproduction of his spirit in our day is to 
be found in the poetry of D. G. Rossetti. 
That the ‘Blessed Damozel’. had its origin 
and its inspiration in the ‘Raven’ is a fact 
not unfamiliar to special students of evolu- 
tion in literature. The weird fantasy of 
the Anglo-Italian is a sort of inverse pre- 
sentation of the most widely known cre- 
ation of our own poet. But the raven is 
not, however, the supreme outcome of Poe's 
art, despite jts rare and bewitching 
achievements in rhythmic and mythical 
combination. ‘Annabe} Lee’ stands on a 
higher plane of poetic art. There is no en- 
deavor to inculcate mora! lessons, no striv- 
ing after ethical teaching or allegorical] in- 
struction, didactic in its aim. The remote. 
the supernal, the worlds not realized save. 
by the ‘shaping spirit of imagination’ were 
his congenial themes, his cherished ideals. 
He stands at the pole of contrast to the 
dominant conceptions embodied in the 
poetry of Wordsworth and Longfellow. In 
foreign lands, notably those of romance 
origin, in which the artistic instinct and 
the artistic appreciation is more acute ané 
discriminating than in our own race, Poe's 
fame brightens with a steadily expanding 
luster. His most brilliant triumphs await 
the revelations of a coming age, as the 
gradual diffusion of art culture in literary 
spheres brings the undiscerning world 
somewhat nearer to a rational appr@iation 
of his genius, the rarest and subtlest in its 
own pecullar sphere of which ‘history holds 
record since the spacious times of Keats 
and Coleridge in the serene splendor of the 
Georgian day.’’

Exercising the privilege of her 
sex, she frequently yfelds to the dictates 
of caprices On one occasion she tears up 
the betrothal contract Which she entered 
into with her cousin, Christos, and on an- 
other one she names her dog Michael for 
one of the saints because, in her judgment, 
he was more worthy of it than some of 
the members of her own Greek clan. On 
the death of her father, Sophia becomes the 
head of her clan, and in the virtue of that 
office assumes the title of ‘‘Capsina.’’ 
Wishing to further the liberties of Greece, 
she actively takes part in the struggle 
whith broke out in 1821 and eventually sac- 
rifices her own life in the most tragic man- 
ner upon the altar of ind pendence. De- 
spite the rare quality of her spirit, Sophia 
possesses the quick sympathies and tender 
emotions of her sex and mingles. ro- 
mance with bloodshed in her noble life of 
self-devotion. Some of the descriptions 
which Mr. Bengon gives in the book are 
exceedingly graphic, eSpecially those in 
which he deals with Turkish atrocities.

This unique volume will arouse deep in- 
terest on both sides of the water, In Amer- 
ica, aS well as in Europe. Count Tolstoy is 
widely respected, not Only on account of 
his exceptional literary gifts. which place 
him in the front rank of modern writers, 
but also on account of his noble and phil- 
anthropic spirit which lifts him high above 
his contemporaries. Few writers have im- 
molated themselves more cheerfully: upon 
the altar of conviction or labored at greater 
personal sacrifice to ameliorate the candi- 
tion. of oppressed humanity than has Count 
Tolstoy: and too much honor cannot be 
heaped upon the brow of this grand old 
man of: Russia. The author of the work 
under review first became acquainted with 
Count Tolstoy jin 192, when visiting some 
friends in Moscow, but subsequent events 
brought them together On intimate terms 
and gave the author clear insight into the 
character of the iUlustrious man whom he 
undertakes to sketch. “In describing the 
circumstances under which he first met Tol- 
stoy the author says: 

“About 4 o’clock in the afterneon in the 
winter of 1892, I was sitting at tea with my 
friends the A's, who had arrived in Mos-

besides myself were seated at the table en- 
gaged in a lively conversation about .one 
of Tolstoy’s latest works. 

“Out of doors the snow was falling and 
in the room the twiligh-twas glittering. 

‘‘Just as the discussion reached its height 
there entered the room a gaunt old man 
of medium stature, dressed in a coat of 
Ssheepkin. As he entered hé said: ‘Good 
dfternoon,’ removed his felt cap and be- 
Ean to unwind his woolen scarf. 

‘“Suddeniy thé fate of the hostess beamed 
with delight as she recognized and saluted 
Count Solstey. He was breathing rather 
fast from his walk in the cold wind and 
his gray hair lay in damp locks upon his 
temples. He appeared neither younger nor 
older than his age, which was sixty-four, 
and he produced the appearance of the typi- 
cal peasant. But the expression oif his eyes 
was unusual and involuntarily attracted at- 
tention. In them seemed to be concentrated 
all the vivid tokens of Tolstoy’s personality; 
and he who has not seen those eyes blaze 
and flash can form no full conception of 
Tolstoy’s appearance. Although the ma- 
jority of his portraits reproduced his exter- 
nal features with success, yet not one of 
them transmits those fountains of fight 
which, when they are reflected upon his 
countenance at e¢ertain moments, illumi- 
nates it with the gleam of the inner life, 

“After hanging up fur coat, Tolstoy 
approached us and began to exchange ereet- 
ings. In spite of his modest attire one in- 
Stantly devines in him the man of the 
higihest society. 

‘We were introduced to each other. Tol- 
Sstoy bent down slightly, as though trying 
to scrutinize my face, and said courteously: 

‘**Pray excuse’ me ‘for not having written 
to you in regard to your article which you 
sent to me,’ 

‘Several months previously I had sent to 
Tolstoy my article about certain priest, 
who was exterminating drunkenness among 
the masses by his sermons. 

‘In this connection I had written to Tol- 
stoy a few lines about the sympathetic per- 
sonality of the priest. I was pleasantly sur- 
prised that, amid ‘this extensive occupa- 
tions, he had forgotten neither my modest 
work nor my name, and T said: 

‘“*You probably had your reasons for so 
doing.’ 

‘* *VY en, you: are right,’ he replied, 
seating himself and. pointing me to a place 
beside him. ‘There is a very great deal to 
say on the sgject with which you dealt 
in your article. J had no leisure at the time, 
and I made uy y mind that when I came 
to Moscow I would manage to call upon 
you and talk ‘it ‘over.’ 

“And picking up a pencil which was lying 
on the table and swiftly twirling it about in 
his fingers, he began to talk about the 
thing which then interested me most. He 
talked without constraint cleverly and pic 
turesquely, in the same richly colored lan- 
guage in which he writes, easily reasoning 
and easily discussing the most complicated 
situations. It was difficult to answer him. 
He seemed to have at-his disposal a whole 
arsenal of the clearest, boldest, most orig- 
inal and uttérly unexpected arguments. 
with, pertinent comparisons and humorous 
interpolations, which evoked involuntary. 
laughter. Yet, nevertheless, [ could~not in 
the least agree with some of. his positions, 
and I tried to reply. He refuted’ my objeé- 
tions on the instant, without ceasing to 
twirl the pencil, and hastily brought for- 
ward his own ideas. which breathed forth 
ingenuity, power and passion. The conversa- 
tion at last became general and turned up- 
on other themes.” 

From this point the author next proceeds 
to discuss the home life of.Tolstoy. He 
discloses the fact that Tolsloy frugally ex- 
emplifies the habits of the pronounced 
vegetarian, while the other members of the 
family, with the exception of the 
daughter, impose no _ restrictions upon 
themselves whatever at the - table. . He 
touches upon the methods of composition 
which Tolstoy employs, and reproduces 
some of the manuscript work of the count, 
sheawing that his publishers most assuredly 
cannot relish the task of deciphering his 
scrawl, which, in addition to bad penman- 
ship, is marred by frequent erasures and 
interpolations. Of course the work under 
review is in no sense the biography of 
Tolstoy. Many topics of interest bearing 
upon the vicisssitudes of fortune which 
have overtaken the count are left unde- 
veloped, and the author merely discusses 
those matters which the title of the work 
readily suggests. In translating the work 
into’ English Miss Isabel F. Hapgood has 
been assisted by her intimate personal ac- 
quaintance with Tolstoy, and she has per- 
formed her task well. Before leaving the 
subject, it may not be amiss in this con- 
nection to narfrate the following incident. 
which illustrates the rugged independence 
of character which Tolstoy possesses: 

On going from Lurdia to St. Petersburg 
Nicholas II asked Count Tolstoy to meet 
him at Tula station. The wish was not 
expressed as a command, but was delicate- 
ly turned, and left the author-philanthropist 
entirely free to act his pleasure. 
to every expectation, the count not only 
accepted the invitation, but appeared on 
the station platform fully a Quarter of an 
hour before the emperor's train 
If he had put himself out to be 
he certainly had taken no trouble to tog 
himself up for, the imperial interview. as 
he wore his usual simple, dark moujik suit. 
in striking contrast with the brilliant yni- 
forms and bright colors of the emperor's 
suite. As soon as Nicholas saw the old 
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cow on-the previous @Vening from their | man he hastened forward to greet him in 


for peace.’’ 

To the eczar’s remark that the problem 
was not an easy one to settle, but required 
the consent of all the great powers, the 
other said, respectfully: ‘“‘Your majesty 
should henceforth give his projects a posi- 
tive form and lay a plan of disarmament 
before a European congress, so that his 
humanitarian intentions may appear less 
platonic.” 

Nicholas thanked the old 
good advice and expressed a 
might lend his genius to the finding of the 
soiution of this problem. Tolstov assured 
him he might always count on his hearty 
co-operation, and added that he was even 
then writing a book on the subject, which 
he wished to dedicate to the emperor him- 
self. He suggested as a form of dedica- 
tion: “To the emperor of all the Russias, 
when he, the first, shall: have given the 
example of disarmament.’’ “‘It seems to 
me,’ replied his majesty, smiling, ‘‘that 
you might have worded it: ‘To the czar 
who, the first, gave the example of dis- 
armament,’ ”’
